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J. R. Bancroft, President 

American Inst, of Finance 
Is Optimistic For 1933 

Believes That Ground Work for Recovery Has Been Laid and 
Will Show Results During Coming Year 


At a joint meeting of the Newton 
and Watertown Rotnry Clubs at the 
Brae Burn Country Club on Tuesday, 
James R. Bancroft, President of the 
American Institute of Finance and a 
resident of Waban. as guest speaker 
c\f the day, expressed himself as of 
optimistic hopes for the year 1933. 
President Walter L. McCaminon of the 
Newton Club presided, and Mr. Ban- 
croft spoke in part as follows: 

The year 1933 will be known, I be- 
lieve, as the first year of general re- 
covery in tho long depression of the 
1930s. One real basis for optimism 
Is that, after three years of fighting 
depression by purely defensive meas- 
ures — In the belief that normal con- 
ditions would again be restored auto- 
matically — we have finally come to a 
realization of what our fundamental 
problems are and are showing an in- 
creasing willingness to face and grap- 
ple with them. 

These problems may be enumerated 
as follows: 

The heavy load of debts throughout 
the w'orld, resulting from the war. 

The credit inflation and extrava- 
gance of the post-war reconstruction 
era. 

Unbalanced national budgets — pro- 
tracting the depression. 

World-wide excessive tariffs and 
tariff retaliation. 

Drastic commodity price declines — 
particularly the maladjustments in 
price between various commodities 
that have risen In such declines — 
largely a result of the four preceding 
conditions. 

Actually, while much still remains 
to be done, there has been substan- 
tlfri progress In reduction of some gov- 
ernmental. corporate and personal 
debts. The Lausanne Agreement 
marked the practical end of German 
reparations payments, which had 
proved an unbearable load for that 
country and a constant threat to a 
complete collapse in the world com- 
modity price level. 

While unfortunately it was not fol- 
lowed up by a similar handling of the 
inter-allied debt situation, the default 
of France on her December 15th pay- 
mept to this country and the great 
publicity given the correspondence 
between the allied nations and this 
country in regard to debts, has fo- 
cused public attention on this prob- 
lem. and substantial progress in its 
solution should be made in 1933. 

In corporate and personal activity 
there has been a marked reduction in 
indebtedness through default and read- 
justments. It has become clear that 
if readjustments are not made vol- 
untarily, the situation will be recti- 
fied, as far as debtors are concerned, 
by outright default. 

At home we have corrected the 
credit inflation and the extravagance 
of the post-war reconstruction era. 
Extravagance in corporate activity 
has been replaced by what is probably 
the most efficient operating basis that 
we have seen in a great many years. 

Readjustment of operating costs in 
democracies is always slow, but it has 


become increasingly evident to every- 
one that substantial readjustments in 
governmental operating costs are vi- 
tal to business recovery, and hence 
the well-being of every citizen. We 
may be said to have reached the 
crisis In this field, and it Is only at 
times of crises that politicians move. 
This problem will be solved, I believe, 
in 1933, by absolute force of circum- 
stances. Substantial progress In tho 
definite balancing of all budgets — fed- 
eral, state and municipal — should be 
one of the outstanding developments 
of 1933. 

Though progress in solving other 
basic problems, namely, tariff retalia- 
tion between nations and the inequal- 
ities in the decline of commodity 
prices, is much loss’ certain, it is nev- 
ertheless evident as we stand at the 
beginning of the 1933 year that the 
relative stability in business activity 
or the lust six months has a firm 
foundation in the steps already taken 
for deflation of debts; in the marked 
reduction in corporate operating 
costs: in the evident, though imper- 
fect progress already made toward re- 
adjustment of governmental costs. 

It is clear that the progress we 
make in 1933 toward restoration of 
normal business conditions will de- 
pend upon n willingness to readjust 
war indebtedness, further real and 
definite steps toward budget balanc- 
ing, increased international amity, and 
in reduction of retaliatory tariffs. 

Given further progress along these 
lines, which I confidently expect, the 
year 1933 should be known as the 
initial year of definite recovery in 
this long depression.

They will 
receive 20 per cent of their collec- 
tions, the Community Chest will re- 
ceive 10 per cent and the national or- 
ganization will receive the remaining

Today Mayor Weeks sent to every 
member of the Newton Police De- 
partment who signed a protest against 
the wage reduction of 7*4% affecting 
all employees of the city of Newton 
the following letter: —

Hearings Held on 
The Police Wage 
Cut Protest 


Public hearings were held at City 
Hall on last Friday and on Wednes- 
day of this week on the protest made 
by members of the Newton police de- 
partment against the wage cut of 
7*4% recently ordered by Mayor 
Weeks. The protest was signed by 
124 of the 127 members of the de- 
partment. Mayor Weeks presided at 
the two hearings. The city was repre- 
sented by City Solicitor Joseph W. 
Bartlett. The policemen were repre- 
sented by George A. McLaughlin of 
Cambridge, counsel for the Massachu- 
setts Police Association. The police 
contend that according to Civil Serv- 
ice rules salaries are not supposed to 
he reduced unless the financial con- 
dition of a city render such action 
necessary, and the fact that Newton 
is in nn excellent V^ncial condition 
and its tax rate has been lowered 
the past two years indicates that this 
city’s financial condition does not 
necessitate the action taken by Mayor 
Weeks. Mr. McLaughlin at the hear- 
ing last Friday made the proposal 
to the Mayor that the police donate 
10% of their salaries to the city in- 
stead of receiving the 7*4% wage 
cut. Tiiis proposal was not accepted 
by the Mayor, who asserted that the 
time has come for a downward revi- 
sion in the pay of city employees, 
and that even with the 7*4% cut the 
wages paid them will be more pro- 
portionally than received in 1929 be- 
cause of the reduced cost of living. 

Among the witnesses on Friday 
were City Treasurer Newhall and 
John W. Murphy, chairman of the 
Board of Assessors. Mr. Newhall tes- 
tified that in 1930 the city collected 
75.78% of the taxes due. in 1931 it 
collected 74.27% and this year only 
68.52%. ( Mr. McLaughlin asked that 
these figures be disregarded as this 
year’s figures could not, as yet, be 
compared with the preceding years. 
Mr. Newhall also admitted that the 
city had not lost much through un- 
collected taxes as nearly all property 
seized the past couple of years for 
non-payment of taxes has subsequent- 
ly been redeemed. Mr. Murphy, un- 
der cross examination by Counsel Mc- 
Laughlin stated that Newton’s tax 
rate in 1932 was reduced $1.60 through 
the medium of transferring $400,000 
(Continued on Page 8) 


The first inaugural in Newton’s new 
City Hall was held on Monday after- 
noon, January 2nd at 3 o’clock. About 
75 persons were present when City 
Clerk Frank Grant opened the in- 
augural exercises by calling to order 
the first meeting of the 1933 Board 
of Aldermen. All the members of 
the Board were present except Aider- 
man Murray. Alderman Norman 
Pratt was chosen as temporary pre- 
siding officer. He appointed as the 
committee to escort Mayor Weeks in- 
to the aldermanic chamber Aldermen 
Chandler, Grebenstein and Temper- 
ley. The Mayor was accompanied by 
Rev. Timothy A. Curtin, pastor of Sa- 
cred Heart Church, Newton Centre, 
and ex-Mayor Charles E. Hatfield. 
Rev. Fr. Curtin offered prayer, follow- 
ing which the Mayor administered the 
oath of office to the aldermen elect 
and members elect of the School Com- 
mittee. Aldermen elect who took the 
oath of office for the first time in- 
cluded Maynard Hutchinson of Ward 
3, Dennis M. Cronin of Ward 4, Don- 
ald D. McKay of Ward 5. Ronald W. 
Cordlngley of Ward 6. Franklin E. 
Smith of Fairmount ave., Newton, new 
member on the School Committee from 
Ward 1 was also inducted into this 
office for the first time. Also for the 
first time in several years the entire 
seven members of the School Com- 
mittee were present at the inaugural. 

The inaugural address of Mayor 
Weeks, comparatively brief, and free 
from statistical details, is printed in 
full in another column of this issue. 

Following the Mayor’s address and 
his departure from the hall, the Board 
of Aldermen organized for the coming 
year. Alderman Roy Collins of New- 
tonville was unanimously re-elected 
President, and Alderman Thomas M. 
Gallagher of Ward 1 was unanimous- 
ly re-elected Vice President. Francis 
Newhall was re-elected by the Board 
as City Treasurer and Collector. The 
only business transacted by the Board 
was the filing of an application for a 
common victualler license by Yvonne 
Lacroix at 291 Watertown st.. Nonan- 
tum. and authorizing the City Treasur- 
er to borrow $4,600,000 in anticipation 
of revenue from taxes. This sum is for 
the conduct of the city government 
during the coming year.

Mayor Weeks At Inaugural 
Says His Objective Is To 

Reduce Tax Burden 

Says Economy in Government Will Help Unemployed In Long 
Run — Wage Reduction Made to Prevent Tax Increase 


The address given by Mayor Weeks 
at the inaugural of the 1933 City 
Government at City Hall on Mon- 
day afternoon was quite brief as 
compared with inaugural addresses of 
past years. The Mayor refrained 
from going into statistical details of 
city affairs and confined himself 
largely to a discussion of the finan- 
cial problem which confronts all gov- 
ernmental activities in the long con- 
tinued depression. He asserted that 
be will endeavor, while Mayor of 
Newton, to keep the tax burden of 
this city as low as possible. He de- 
fended his action in lowering the 
wages of city employees 7 1-2 per 
cent. He stated that he had voted 
to increase the wages of the city 
employees during the prosperous 
years and that he would be one of 
the first to work for a restoration of 
the higher scale if economic condi- 
tions improve. 

“Sixty years ago. or just after the 
close of the Civil War, Newton In- 
augurated its first City Government, 
and the situation as we meet here 
today to induct into office those new 
members of the Board of Aldermen 
and the School Committee who take 
their seats here for the first time, 
in a sense is somewhat analogous 
and deserving of comparison. The 
famous panic of 1873 was just begin- 
ning to take effect. In those distant 
days the world was in turmoil; many 
men were unemployed; hysteria 
ruled; corruption was rampant and 
many believed that the end of good 
times had definitely arrived. 

“Today we are in the throes of a 
similar, though somewhat more se- 
vere. post-war depression which has 
continued to such an extent that 
many today look into the future with 
uncertainty and hesitation; but good 
times came again after the troubles 
of the 70’s, and personally, although 
I have no illusions a sto the possi- 
bility of immediate recovery, I have 
complete, and I believe justified^ op- 
timism, as to the eventual outcome. 

“It Is my privilege, according to 
long established custom, to address 
you at this time and in doing so it 
is of course my duty to summarize 
the present condition of our City 
Government and to make such rec- 
ommendations as seem to me wise for 
the year just before us. During the 
past year general conditions, in- 
stead of improving, have become 
somewhat worse from almost every 
standpoint, and the situation has be- 
gun to reflect itself in government 
generally. The year 1932 witnessed 
a substantial deficit in the operation 
of our National Government as well 
as the government of some States 
and municipalities. It witnessed 
also defaults on the obligations of 
some municipalities; payless pay 
days, running in the case of some 
cities of Massachusetts over a three 


to four months period, and in gen- 
eral a disposition on the part of 
government officials .to ignore the 
fact that new conditions are with 
us and that government must con- 
form itself to those conditions or suf- 
fer the conseqnencea. Moreover, it 
reflected a new and heretofore un- 
known lack of confidence on the part 
of the investor in municipal and 
some State and county obligation*, 
the natural sequence of which was 
high interest rates and for many 
municipalities an extremely poor mar- 
ket for the sale of their securities. 

"During all this period, Newton 
has maintained its sound financial 
position, and its obligations not only 
find an unquestioned market bat 
sell favorably, if not more so. than 
any other city in the State. Just as 
an example, on December 1st, New- 
ton issued temporary notes in an- 
ticipation of revenue to the amount 
of $200,000 maturing May 15, 1933, 
and they were sold at a cost to the 
city of .77% per annum. We have 
during the past year not only kept 
our financial honse In order but in 
1932 we were able to afford the tax- 
payers of the city relief in the tax 
burden to the extent of $1.60, mak- 
ing a total reduction during the past 
two years of $2.20 per thousand of 
valuation. The present rate of $25 
per thousand is the lowest rate of 
any municipality in the State and Is 
$2.50 per thousand under the rate 
of Gardner, the city next in line. 

"This result In 1932 was accom- 
plished despite reduction of $2,513,- 
450 in valuations as compared with 
the previous taxable period although 
this reduction was, as it happens, 
offset by new construction assessed 
for the first time on April 1, 1932. 
Since 1922, up to and including 1931, 
our valuations showed for the ten- 
year period an annual average in- 
crease of $7,400,000. This annual 
increase as indicated above dropped 
right out of the picture in 1932, and 
the present outlook Indicates for the 
immediate future a shrinkage in 
valuations rather than otherwise. 

“Under ordinary conditions at 
this time, it would be my duty to 
not only take account of stock bat 
to indicate and recommend a reason- 
able course of action to follow dur- 
ing the year just ahead of us. Con- 
ditions are not ordinary today, how- 
ever. and in view of the situation 
as I see it the only course of ac- 
tion l can conscientiously recom- 
mend is that course which consists 
in operating our City Government 
from the most economical plane 
possible. 

•Rightly or wrongly I am sincere- 
ly and honestly convinced that the 
burden of taxation in this country 
must come down, and that one of 
the brakes on the possibility of our

Bill Cusamano, one of the leading 
performers on Conch Don Enoch’s 
Newton High track team sprained an 
ankle while high jumping on Wednes- 
day and will be unable to compete In 
the opening dual meet of the Newton 
season tomorrow on the local track. 
Lawrence High with a strong aggre- 
gation of competitors are tho oppo- 
nents nnd are favored to win through 
the loss of Cusamano nnd tho possi- 
bility that other Newton point win- 
ners will also be unable to take an ac- 
tive pnrt. Captain Doug Sloano suf- 
fered from an nttack of grippe last 
week and it is uncertain whether or 
not he will bo In shape to run the 
dash. Though It may be possible for 
him to compete with tho layoff from 
considerable practice It is almost Im- 
probable that he "Ban reach a peak 
performance. The visiting team from 
Lawrence has one of the outstanding 
schoolboy sprinters in Ellsworth Rob- 
erts who has competed against Sloane 
many times In the past couple of 
years with the Newton boy having 
the best of the bargain by the narrow- 
est of margins. Dick Francis, a prom- 
ising hurdler and sprinter, injured a 
knee in football which has not re- 
sponded properly to treatment and 
his scoring attempts are other un- 
known quantities.

BUILDING REPORT 

SHOWS DEPRESSION 


The report of the Public Buildings 
Department of Newton for the year 
1932 Htrlkingly showH the effects of 
tho long continued depression. While 
the total cost of buildings and al- 
terations in the city for tho pnst yenr 
is over 13,500,000 less than In 1931, 
much of tho difference between the 
two years, as well as the 1930 figure 
can be attributed to tho construction 
of costly municipal buildings In those 
two years, Including tho city hall and 
tho Weeks Junior High School. 

During tho month of December only 
38 permits were issued by the depart- 
ment. The estimated cost on these 
was $136,025. Ten wero for private 
dwellings to cost $86,600, and nine 
for garages to cost $4700. During tho 
yenr the number of permits totalled 
520 nnd the estimated cost $1,343,208. 
In 1931 the permits totalled 929 nnd 
tho cost $4,887,579; In 1930 tho per- 
mits totalled 1073 and tho cost $5,- 
884,877. The various types of permits 
issued during 1932 and tho estimated 
cost of the work done follows: —

Work Will Be Hampered Un- 
less Receipts Are Increased 


Mrs. Helen C. Taylor, Chairman of 
the Christmas Seal Sale committee 
of the Newton Federation of Wom- 
an’s Clubs, says that the amount of 
money received so far this season 
from the sale of Christmas Seals rep- 
resents a fairly good response, but is 
still so far under the amount raised 
In previous years that Important pre- 
ventive work will have to be cur- 
tailed unless additional sums are re- 
ceived. The most of the money 
raised goes for local work for the 
prevention of tuberculosis. A small 
portion goes also for the bedside 
care of those ill from tuberculosis 
and being cared for by the Newton 
District Nursing Association. The 
fund has also financed undernour- 
ished children at summer camps, 
provides milk lunches for poor chil- 
dren and assists In many ways the 
needy afflicted with tuberculosis. 

The money is expended under the 
supervision of The Public Health 
Committee of Newton Central Coun- 
cil. Those who received packages of 
Christmas Seals in December and 
have not yet made their returns may 
do so by sending the money to their 
local Christmas Seal chairmen, or 
to the Newton Central Council, 12 
Austin st., Newtonville. A few dol- 
lars, now, may save a life and many 
wasted years of usefulness.

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CALVIN COOLIDGE 

Shortly after noon yesterday two words were flashed around 
the world that shocked and grieved the nation. Every citizen of 
the nation, from the President to the most humble, bows in sad- 
ness at the sudden passing of Ex-President Calvin Coolidge. 
Although having retired to private life his wisdom and counsel 
continued to be a distinct asset in the political and economic life 
of the country. Slight of stature his strength of character and 
simplicity marked him as a great and silent statesman who will 
go down in history as one of the leading Presidents. The founda- 
tion of his national career was laid in the statement he made as 
Governor of Massachusetts at the time of the police strike — 
“there is no right to strike against the public safety by anybody, 
anywhere, anytime.” 


AMERICANISM VS. INTERNATIONALISM 

A “Buy American” campaign is to be inaugurated shortly in ! 
Newton for the purpose of educating the public as to an avowed 
necessity for encouraging American industry over foreign com- 
petition. It is probable that many of the arguments in behalf 
of the movement are sound. By an unusual condition, our 
columns this week also carry the views of an internationalist 
whose remarks before the Rotary Club proved of considerable 
interest. There^ is much logic and weight to these arguments as 
well. The basis upon which each is founded is the eventual 
economic welfare of the United States. Both doctrines seek 
promotion of prosperity of the American people. The “Buy 
American” movement seeks to solve economic difficulties 
through a self-contained Americanized policy. The internation- 
alist doctrine seeks to solve the problem through a world-wide 
consideration of the position the United States holds in the 
world. The fundamental problem itself is one that has existed 
for many years, although in the past decade changes have taken 
place because of which America must view the problem from an 
entirely different angle. In recent years, rapid changes have 
occurred which now make the United States a creditor nation 
for the first time in its history instead of a debtor nation. While 
as patriotic Americans our first consideration is for our own 
welfare, let us not forget that as humanitarians we have a moral 
obligation to the world.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

Governor Joseph B. Ely was in- 
augurated for his second term yes- 
terday noon at the State House by 
the President of the Senate, Erland 
J. Fish of Brookline at a Joint con- 
vention of the two brnnehes of the 
Legislature in the House of Repre- 
sentatives Chamber. Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Caspar G. Bacon and members 
of the Governor’s Council were also 
administered the oath of office by Sen 
ntor Fish. The gallery and audi- 
torium were crowded with members 
of the House and Senate, Judges of 
the Supreme, Superior and Land 
Courts, and other invited guests. 

In his inaugural address Gov. Ely 
advocated economy in government 
stating that this cost hnd not been 
lowered to the new level of individual 
income and cost of living with the 
result that taxation is too large a 
part of the expense of business nnd 
living. He stressed the fact that the 
cost of education was a "local” prob- 
lem with each community knowing its 
desires for various courses. Interest 
of the citizens should determine the 
cost of the schools of each community. 
He spoke in disfavor of biennial ses- 
sions although .'urging more inten- 
sive effort in the early days of the 
session as a method of speeding up 
the work. 

Governor Ely urged the need for 
unemployment measures for which 
practically every dollar is utilized for 
labor. The Department of Public 
Works appropriation will be limited 
for highway construction and recon- 
struction, he indicated with the com- 
pletion of a few’ links in trunk line 
highways which are necessary. The 
greater proportion of highw’ay funds 
will be expended on what are termed 
rural highways. 

In order to assist municipalities in 
financial distress he favored enact- 
ment of legislation permitting the bor- 
rowing, outside of the debt limit, the 
equivalent of municipal revenue repre- 
sented by tax titles of which there 
are some $6,000,000 at present. He 
estimated that with the addition of 1932 
taxes the figure will approach ten mil- 
lions. He characterized it as a frozen 
asset which if freed w’ould ease cash 
stringency. He further provided that 
the plan would be operated on a short- 
time loan basis. Tax collections 
should be made at regular intervals on 
a compulsory and not an optional ba- 
sis. 

He advocated the continuance of 
the three-cent gasoline tax but 
urged a broadening of the law so 
that such revenues would cover the 
expense of traffic regulation and 
policing of highways. 

Referring to the burden of taxa- 
tion carried by real estate, he 
stated that relief for the situation 
was important. He refrained from 
advocating any specific remedy but 
stated that he was ready to approve 
such measures that w’ould meet the 
emergency whether through a gen- 
eral sales tax, a nuisance tax, or 
increased taxes upon income. 

The Governor urged that a fee 
where trial by jury is claimed be 
added to the present fee for enter- 
ing a case. A fee of $15 would, if 
the same number of cases were 
entered as were tried by juries last 
year, provide a gross revenue of 
over $400,000 and would relieve 
general taxation from providing 
funds for operating jury courts to 
a great extent. 

The Old Age Assistance act 
should be suspended unless suffi- 
cient revenue is provided by legis- 
lation other than the make-shift 
methods adopted in 1932. 

Banking recommendations by the 
Governor included the extension of 
the life of the Co-operative Central 
Bank, changes permitting savings 
banks and co-operative banks mem- 
bership in Home Loan Bank, a 
tw’enty million dollar corporation 
under special charter for a satis- 
factory liquidation of mortgage se- 
curities held in closed banks. This 
latter recommendation he made a 
year ago. Other recommendations 
w’ere made relating to unemploy- 
ment insurance, labor laws, holding 
companies and utilities, housing, 
capital punishment, prison made 
goods, prohibition, and the fishing 
industry. He will send a special 
message on prohibition to the leg- 
islature after the commission study- 
ing the question has made its re- 
port. 

Both branches of the Legislature 
convened on Wednesday with Repub- 
lican majorities in both the House 
of Representatives and the Senate. 
Prior to the assembly party caucuses 
were held and as was anticipated 
Speaker Saltonstall of New’ton was 
the unanimous choice of the Republi- 
cans for another term as presiding 
officer, the selection w’as made with 
enthusiastic endorsement. His name 
was placed in nomination by Rep. 
Scott of Springfield and was second- 
ed by Rep. Clarence S. Luitweiler of 
Newton. Rep. Leo M. Birmingham 
j of Brighton was the Democratic nom- 
inee for the Speakership for the third 
time. He received the nomination 
over Rep. Jones of Peabody by a vote 
of fifty to thirty-eight at the Demo- 
cratic caucus. 

Governor Ely administered the oath 
of office to the assembled House short- 
ly before noon after which the lower 
branch organized. Mr. Saltonstall 
was re-elected for the third time over 
Rep. Birmingham by a vote of 144 to 
1 88. Both Clerk Frank K. Bridgman 
I and Sergeant-at-Arms Charles O. Holt 
were re-elected by acclamation. 

In his speech of acceptance Speaker 
, Saltonstall declured at the outset that 
the coming two years would bo his 
last in the Legislature. Ho referred 
to the necessity of reducing ull gov- 
ernment budgets and tux burdens. Tho 
special recess committee investigat- 
I ing expenditures has advised reduc- 
tion In salaries of employees of the 
State and counties. Mr. Saltonstall 
declared that such a step could not 
be taken properly until legislative sal- 
aries had first been reduced and hoped 
for prompt action to Indicate to Un- 
people of the Commonwealth that tho 
House Intends to work unselfishly for 
the best Interest of all. Four major 
problems must be faced— the Imme-

Instead, water* 
plenty of it, was found at this place 
flowing through the gravel and clay 
strata.

The 
Newton Health Department will watch 
this property closely from now on. 
And probably the Fire Department 
will do likewise.

Rep. Clarence S. Luitweiler of New- 
ton, Speaker Saltonstall’s colleague 
from the south side of Newton was re- 
appointed Chairman of tho Commit- 
tee on State Administration.

Power and Light Committee. 

The Senate organized after taking 
the oath of office and elected Senator 
Erland F. Fish as its president to the 
position held by the now Lieutenant 
Governor Caspar G. Bacon. At the 
party caucus Senator Arthur Hollis 
of Newton nominated Senator Fish. 
There was no other nominee. Senator 
Fish was elected Senate President 
over Senator Joseph Finnegan of Dor- 
chester by a vote of 26 to 13. 

Senator Hollis received re-assign- 
ments to tho several highly impor- 
tant committees that he held at the 
last session, numely chairmen of the 
Committee on Mercantile Affairs, and 
a member of tho Committee on Rules, 
Municipal Finance, and Metropolitan 
Affairs. 

Rov. Arthur M. Elllrf of Newton, 
Senate chaplain of the last session 
wus re-elected aftor Senator Finne- 
gan unsuccessfully tried to prevent 
uctlon by a motion to postpone con- 
sideration of the appointment.

"Economize" has not appeared in 
any list of the ten most beautiful/ 
words, but beauty and necessity have 
not always gone well together. 


"Please Pass the Sugar” 

Coffee drinkers and tea drinkers 
now have something Important to 
think nnd talk about while In their 
cups. A threat has been made to 
tax both these beverages In Massa- 
chusetts. It all started when word 
came from Washington that a Con- 
gressional committee, which had be- 
fore it the sales tax plan, whs se- 
riously considering taxes on tea and 
coffee. Some Inquiring newspaper re- 
porters got hold of State Tax Com- 
missioner Long who pointed out that 
among the taxation measures to come 
before the 1933 General Court was a 
tax of various drinks. Milk, how- 
ever, was exempted. The Commis- 
sioner sakl that the Legislature could, 
if It saw fit to adopt a beverage 
taxation system, include tea or cof- 
fee or both. 

Almost as hard to believe was the 
assertion, also made at Washington, 
that the nourishment value of these 
two was less than that of alcohol 
which, of course, is trifling if any- 
thing at all. If one of these state- 
ments doesn't stir the imagination 
and the contents of the cups of tea 
and coffee drinkers then the other 
will. 

Take the threat of adding to the 
cost of coffee. What a blight on the 
breakfast in every home. Some peo- 
ple grab their cups and toss off as 
much as time permits. Then they 
wash off for the train. Others lie 
in bed and have coffee brought to 
them. Either are going to feel It. 
The edge will be taken off the day 
as well as off the spirits of the 
drinker. 

Now tea is consumed more moder- 
ately and, by a large majority, later 
in the day. I don’t mean that tea is 
the drink of the majority, but It is 
usually taken with more deliberation. 
With every swallow will come 
thoughts of the tax and the bravery 
of those who staged, in defiance of 
the British crown, the famous Boston 
tea party. 

Let us not worry until the actual 
tax is imposed. It may not be. No 
such unpopular tax is likely to get 
by. But do let us take up the nour- 
ishment values. The person who must 
have his cup of coffe to start the 
day isn’t going to sit idle, I hope, 
and allow anybody to challenge the 
value of his favorite beveruge. Tut, 
tut, forget the very idea. 

Now as to tea. O, well, what can 
be said against it? Whether it is 
nourishing or not it is highly palat- 
able and doesn’t that mean a whole 
lot? And maybe you remember what 
the boy said when an inquisitive 
bachelor asked concerning the spin- 
ster of the family. 

“How old is your sister?” came the 
impertinent query. 

"I don’t know,” the honest lad an- 
swered, "but tea rests her." 


How About It? 

Suggestions of new’ ways to spend 
the taxpayers’ money are taboo. You 
don’t have to tell me that. In face 
of tho general and thoroughly reason- 
able demand for economy in gov- 
ernment I have something to offer. 
My idea is that there should be a 
booklet published descriptive of our 
new City Hall. The cost could bo met 
in the sume way the State publishes 
its now famous Bird Book, copies of 
which are sold for the cost of print- 
ing and binding. 

For yoars the State has published 
a hook which tells all about the 
capitol on Beacon Hill and something 
about the Old State House dow’n ou 
Washington st. You ramble through 
either one and you are told many in- 
teresting things by guides. But you 
will find afterwards that some of the 
information has remained while a 
lot has been forgotten. The illus- 
trated booklet saves the day. It is a 
highly interesting souvenir and one 
that few visitors fall to appreciate 
and preserve for years to come. 

Now then, when we find Newton 
City Hull completed — I refer to the 
niches in Memorial Hull and the oth- 
er touches that have yet to be add- 
ed — why not a booklet with illus- 
trations. I am huppy to say that 
several representative citizens to 
whom I suggested the idea expressed 
enthusiastic approvul. Certainly the 
new structure lends itself to such 
uu enterprise. A booklet of this 
character would mean something to 
Newton residents and to those who 
were born and raised here and have 
moved to other States. 

Assuming we are told that the law 
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does not permit — I don’t know that 
it does but I have in mind the City 
Solicitor’s opinion about the proposed 
City Hall cafeteria for employees — 
why not an organization to carry’ it 
out? Surrounding cities and towns 
have their historical societies. One 
could be formed in Newton with the 
financing of a booklet on City Hall as 
Its first step. Isn’t It worth thinking 
about?

Envy fills my being every time I 
watch the fancy ice-skater. How I 

ould like to be able to make beau- 
tiful scrolls and fantastic designs on 
the smooth surface of an ice-covered 
lake. Plain skating is not enough, 
although it is considerable in these 
days when you never know whether 
the mercury is going to drop low 
enough for skating purposes or not.

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Mayor Weeks’ Aim 
Is Tax Reduction

emerging from this depression in 
the near future is the failure of 
government, generally speaking, to 
have yet appreciated this point to 
its fullest possible extent. 

“Government as a whole, however, 
is not our concern, but we have a 
definite responsibility as far as the 
government of Newton is con- 
cerned, and us long us present con- 
ditions continue and I hold respon- 
sible public office, I propose to take 
whatever action is reasonable and 
proper to help in bringing about 
the attainment of that objective — 
a reduction of the tax burden. 

“What the year 1933 holds for us 
in the form of a tax rate, I cannot 
of course prophesy at this time with 
any rensonnble degree of accuracy. 
The indications, however, are that 
possible reductions in the County 
and Metropolitan warrants will be 
more than offset by an increase in 
the State warrant, and that we 
shall have to pay substantially more 
towards the Boston Elevated deficit 
this year than we did in 1932. The 
indications, moreover, are that our 
receipts from State, income, cor- 
poration. bank and motor vehicle 
taxes will show a further substan- 
tial shrinkage and that further we 
shall not be able to draw from our 
Excess and Deficiency Account to 
anywhere near the extent that we 
did last year. 

“I expect to submit to your Hon- 
orable Board shortly a budget sub- 
stantially below that of 1932, but 
finding the city faced with the 
conditions just referred to, I decided 
recently that even though our pres- 
ent financial condition is good, we 
should have no chance of even hold- 
ing our present tax rate without 
taking some action in respect to 
salaries and wages, not only those 
over which the Executive Depart- 
ment has control but over those as 
well under the control of the 
School Committee. Therefore, on 
December 15th, in conjunction with 
the School Committee, which took 
action at the same time, I an- 
nounced a reduction of 7%%. affect- 
ing all salaries and wages as of 
January 1, 1933. It was obvious to 
me that our financial situation and 
the reasonable and proper demands 
of those who pay the bills had 
finally brought us to the point 
where action should be taken along 
this line. 

“It is an indisputable fact that sal- 
aries and wages in industry have 
been, through necessity, reduced from 
10 to 40%. It is also an indisputable 
fact that everyone in the whole range 
of society has suffered financial loss 
and loss of income as a result of this 
depression with the sole exception, up 
to date at least, of the men and wom- 
en working for government. 

"In view, therefore, of these and 
other facts as found in my remarks 
on the subject of December 15th, I 
came to the conclusion that it was 
not only fair to the city and the tax- 
payer, hut that it was fair as well to 
the employees of the City of Newton 
to ask them at this time to take final- 
ly their share of the burden which ev- 
eryone else is carrying. In the past, 
when conditions warranted, I favored 
and worked for and helped to gain 
salary and wage increases for our city 
employees. In the future, when times 
indicate its desirability, I shall again 
be found among the first to advocate 
increases. The present time however, 
is not a time for raises but for reduc- 
tions. This reduction in Kself will 
bring about a saving of expense to- 
talling about $190,000 per annum. 

Every municipality in this Common- 
wealth. including Newton, will have 
to exercise extreme care during the 
coming year if they expect to main- 
tain themselves on a sound financial 
basis, and I conceive it to be my duty 
and yours jealousy to protect and to 
maintain the present sound and sta- 
ble position of Newton. If we can 
continue during the remaining course 
of this depression as we have com- 
menced, there is no doubt in my mind 
but that when good times come again, 
Newton will benefit proportionately 
from almost every conceivable angle. 

"Our major concern today is unem- 
ployment and its disheartening com- 
panions of worry and want. While 
present conditions continue we shall, 
of course, have that problem before 
us. and must handle It with the great- 
est possible wisdom and discretion. 
Our Public Welfare and Soldiers' Re- 
lief Departments, aided by the gen- 
erous co-operation of the Mayor’s Re- 
lief Committee, the Newton Welfare 
Bureau and other private charitable 
associations, continue to be most help- 
ful elements in the situation. The 
construction of the new high level 
sewer, recently authorized by the 1932 
Board of Aldermen, is also going to 
afford considerable relief to the un- 
employed men of Newton during the 
next seven or eight months. 

While it is up to government to ad- 
vise and in the final analysis to assist 
in the solution of this unemployment 
problem my belief is that we must 
keep constantly in our minds the fact 
that government cannot do it all, and 
that to attempt to, brings about a sit- 
uation where we are, to use a slang 
expression, simply trying to lift our- 
selves up by our boot straps. In oth- 
er words, governmental economy and 
a drastic reduction In the tax burden 
will do more for the unemployed in 
the long run than any other form of 
effort towards which we may direct 
ourselves. 

There are a number of extremely 
worthy projects which should be un- 
dertaken when the proper time ar- 
rives. but as I have already pointed 
out, I believe we should in 1933, sim- 
ply maintain our city government on 
its present high plune and lay aside 
ull other mutters which involve ex- 
pense and which are not absolutely 
vltul, until better times come our 
way. 

I want at this time to express my 
very sincere thanks to your Honora- 
Board us well as to the various 
Boards of Trustees, Department 
heads, und in fact, all others who 


work for the city, for the splendid 
spirit of co-operation which you have 
shown nie during the past year. 

While comparisons are invidious, I 
cannot in this connection, fnll to say 
a word of appreciation of the mem- 
bers of the School Committee of 1932 
for the manner in which they have co- 
operated and are co-operating to 
bring school costs more in lino with 
genernl conditions without impairing 
the high standards of education for 
which Newton is noted. After con- 
ferences with the chairman of the 
School Committe elast January, that 
committee appointed a sub-committee 
to study the possibility of effecting 
economies In the operation of our 
schools, and the result of that com- 
mittee’s work is already well evi- 
denced by the fact that for the first 
time in many years, the budget sub- 
mitted by the School Committee, ir- 
respective of salary reductions, not 
only failed to show the usual and reg- 
ular annual increase, but actually to- 
talled in the neighborhood of $35,000 
less than the amount asked for Jan- 
uary 1, 1932. I understand this com- 
mittee is still studying the subject 
and that the final report is not yet at 
hand. The results so far achieved, 
however, not only indicate a job well 
done, but a spirit of co-operation 
which I am very much gratified to see 
thus evidenced. 

While we have many problems be- 
fore us to solve during the year to 
come, and while the clouds of depres- 
sion continue to hang over us, I am 
by nature an optimist, and I believe 
with all my heart that we shall come 
out on the right side. Here in New- 
ton we have had handed to us a her- 
itage of good government which it is 
our obligation and duty to protect. 
With your continued co-operation, I 
am sure that we shall he successful 
in this effort and that the Newton of 
the future will be the gainer through 
wise and prudent management dur- 
ing these trying times.

which had accumulated in the “excess 
and deficiency fund,” a fund which ac- 
crues from balances of unexpended ap- 
propriations made for activities of 
various city departments. This fund 
is ordinarily relied on to meet emer- 
gencies. By using it to add to the tax 
revenue for 1932 a difference of $2.40 
was effected in the tax rate. With- 
out having diverted this fund the tax 
rate would have increased $1.80. 

Mr. Murphy testified that petitions 
for tax abatements in 1932 were dou- 
ble the number made in 1931 and 
three times as many ns in 1930. Tax 
abatements on personal property in 
1930 totalled $5565; in 1931, $5032; in 
1932, $3975. Tax abatements on real 
estate in 1930 totalled $6053; In 1931, 
$6425; in 1932, $8198. Leon Rogers 
of the Mayor’s Relief Committee tes- 
tified that while the committee will 
need at least $150,000 to carry on Its 
work this year, it will only receive 
$50,000 from the Community Chest. 

At Wednesday’s hearing Attorney 
McLaughlin argued that Mayor Weeks 
had procured an unwarranted low tax 
rate in 1932 by using the surplus cre- 
ated in previous years, that the Mayor 
is actuated by political ambition, and 
that his reasons given for lowering 
the wages of the police and other city 
employees are inadequate and found- 
ed on guesswork. McLaughlin con- 
tended that favoritism has been 
shown in Newton in the assessing of 
land. He questioned John W. Mur- 
phy, chairman of the Assessors re- 
garding the assessment on an acreage 
basis of parcels of land in the Cold 
Spring Swamp section owned by 
Charles E. Hatfield and Henry B. Day 
insinuating that these men have been 
favored because of alleged influence. 
Mr. Murphy indignantly denied this in- 
sinuation and stated that other par- 
cels of land in the same section which 
are owned by other persons are sim- 
ilarly assessed. Murphy stated that 
this land is of little value, being 
swampy. 

McLaughlin criticised the Mayor for 
refusing to accept a 10% donation in 
lieu of the 7 wage cut, asserted 
that only one other municipality in 
this State (Milton) has taken action 
similar to Mayor Weeks’, and charac- 
terized it as coldblooded. He compli- 
mented the Mayor for his fairness in 
the conduct of the hearing and his 
ability in managing the affairs of this 
city, but he stated that Mr. Weeks 
has a wage-cut complex.

About Town

In former years It was the practice 
in making committee appointments in 
the Newton Board of Aldermen to 
recognize seniority In advancing 
members from one committee to oth- 
er, seemingly more Important com- 
mittees. This practice has been de- 
viated from the past couple of years. 
New Aldermen would first be appoint- 
ed to the Franchise and Licenses 
Committee. Then, ns other Aider- 
men from the same Ward would ter- 
minate their membership on the 
Board, the Alderman on the Licenses 
Committee would be appointed to the 
Public Works and Claims and Rules 
Committee, and eventually, If he con- 
tinued ns a member of the Board, he 
would he appointed to the Finance 
Committee, which is considered the 
most important of the aldermanic 
committees. Of course, there were 
exceptions to this practice. Some- 
times a member with supposedly spe- 
cial qualifications would he assigned 
to a certain committee out of turn. 
Sometimes a member would request 
that he he continued on the Licenses 
Committee or the Public Works, or 
some other committee. But, in gen- 
eral, the practice mentioned above 
was followed. As we said, this prac- 
tice has apparently been deviated 
from last year and this year to a con- 
siderable extent. 

Last year Alderman Howlett of 
Ward 1, who had served one full 
term and part of a second and who 
had been on the Licenses Committee, 
was only appointed to the Public 
Works Committee. He did not re- 
ceive the appointment to the Claims 
and Rules Committee. His predeces- 
sors had been appointed to both these 
committees. The Claims and Rules 
Committee appointment was given to 
a new member, Alderman Sproat. 
Last year Alderman Chasp of Ward 
3. who had been a member of the 
Public Works Committee since his 
entrance to the Board, was not ap- 
pointed to the vacancy on the Claims 
and Rules Committee caused by the 
retirement of Alderman Prior. In- 
stead, this appointment was given to 
Alderman Bowen who was already on 
the Finance Committee, which was 
unusual. This year Alderman Farrell 
of Ward 3, who served last year on 
the Licenses Committee, was con- 
tinued on this committee and Aider- 
man Hutchinson, the new member 
from the Ward, was appointed to the 
Public Works Committee. Alderman 
Bowen is continued as a member of 
both the Finance and Claims and 
Rules Committees. Alderman Floyd 
of Ward 4, who has been a member 
of the Public Works Committee since 
his membership on the Board in 1930, 
was not appointed to the Claims and 
Rules Committee to fill the position 
formerly occupied by Alderman Smith 
of Ward 4. Instead, Alderman Gordon 
of Ward 4, who has for several years 
been a member of the Finance Com- 
mittee and this year was appointed 
its chairman, was placed on the | 
Claims and Rules Committee. 

The retirement of Alderman Bail of | 
Ward 5, who had served as chairman 
of the Finance Committee, left a va- 
cancy on this committee. Alderman 
Chandler of Ward 5 was appointed to 
fill it. He had been a member of 
both the Public Works and Claims 
and Rules Committees since first en- 
tering the Board in 1930. He is con- 
tinued as a member Of the Claims 
and Rules Committee. Alderman Tern- 
perley of Ward 5, who was held on 
the Licenses Committee for the past 
4 years, takes Mr. Chandler’s place 
on the Public Works Committee. Al- 
derman Holden of Ward 6, who had 
been a member of the Licenses Com- 
mittee for the past three years, re- 
ceived the advancement which was 
the former custom. He was appoint- 
ed to both the Public Works and 
Claims and Rules Committees. An 
unusual feature of tills year’s commit- 
tee appointments is the fact that 
Alderman Floyd was not reappointed 
to the Education Committee of which 
he had been chairman the past three 
years and on which he had perform- 
ed excellent work; notably in curb- 
ing additional cost in the construc- 
tion of the very expensive Weeks 
junior high school. The chairmanship 
of this committee was given to Al- 
derman Temperley who was appointed 
to it this year for the first time.

Tolstoy Would Not 
Have Approved 
Bolshevik Rule 

Declared Daughter, Speaking 
In West Newton Sunday 

Count Leo Tolstoy, critic of Czarist 
rule and apoBtle of socialism, would 
not have approved the Bolshevik reg- 
ime. declared Countess Eolstoy, his 
youngest daughter and secretary to 
her father, in speaking before a 
crowded auditorium in the Unitarian 
Church in West Newton Sunday eve- 
ning. She also declared “Russia is 
enslaved and the Bolshevik govern- 
ment is absolutely despotic. The fam- 
ous five year plan is unimportant, 
when the people of Russia are starv- 
ing, and Bolshevik rule, established 
by violence and maintained by meth- 
ods more ruthless than Czarist rule, 
can not survive Indefinitely.” 

Introduced by Rev. Herbert Hitch* 
en. pastor of the church. Countess 
Tolstoy impressed one as represent- 
ing the best of old Russian culture 
and the courage characteristic of her 
celebrated father in expressing her 
convictions. Speaking in remarka- 
bly clear English, she held the perfect 
attention of her listeners for more 
than an hour, following which she 
was equally clear in answering ques- 
tions from the audience. The follow- 
ing is a brief summary of her lecture. 

As far back as 1855 when he was 
an officer in the Russian army during 
the Crimean war, said the speaker. 
Count Tolstoy wrote letters to the 
Czar warning him that unless his des- 
potic methods of wholesale executions 
and banishments were changed, his 
rule was doomed. While her father 
believed in the principles of social- 
ism, he was not in favor of change 
by force. His belief was in an econ- 
omic plan in harmony with the teach- 
ing of Christ. He would never have 
approved the Revolution. The Rus- 
sians were serfs under the Czars. 
They are slaves under the Bolshevik 
government. 

The Russian people are working 
under forced labor. The Soviet gov- 
ernment denies this, but its edicts 
prove that it is a fact. Workmen can 
not change their occupation nor even 
shift from one factory to another 
unless ordered by the government. 
Those w’ho refuse and those who fall 
under suspicion are deported to the 
Siberian wilderness, where they en- 
dure great hardships and death be- 
cause of the severe climate and lack 
of facilities for building comfortable 
homes. The greater share of the in- 
telligentsia, prie* , teachers and ed- 
ucated people are living in exile in 
Siberia or abroad. They are now be- 
ing joined by the Kulaks, the land 
holding farmers who have not readily 
submitted to collectivised farming. 
All goods produced in the country, in- 
cluding farm produce, belong to the 
government, and farmers are pun- 
ished for using their own grain for 
food until It has passed through gov- 
ernment hands. 

The entire population is starving. 
There is lack of food for a balanced 
diet such as butter and other fats, su- 
gar, eggs, and fish. In her school, 
said the Countess, 90 per cent of the 
children were found to be undernour- 
ished. This is not because insufficient 
food is produced, but because the best 
is exported in order to buy machinery 
from foreign governments. The peo- 
ple get what is unfit for sale abroad. 
Moscow is full of starving beggars. 

As further examples of the tyran- 
nical methods of the government, the 
speaker told how teachers, receiving 
low salaries and with families depend- 
ing on them, are forced to buy govern- 
ment bonds to the extent of two 
months’ salary. If they refuse, their 
co-workers are ordered to vote for 
their deportation or execution. All 
elections are controlled by the gov- 
ernment and the people do not dare 
vote otherwise than as ordered. There 
is no such thing as a secret ballot. 

It is impossible for visitors to get 
at the truth concerning conditions as 
they actually exist. The people have 
no other course than to show up the 
best side of their work when they 
have callers. Miss Tolstoy said that 
she. herself, had been guilty of prac- 
ticing this kind of deception when 
she had visitors at her school. 
“George Bernard Shaw,” said she, “is

On Wage 

A conference was held on ’ 
between Mayor Weeks and a com- 
mittee representing a majority of the 
members of the Newton Fire Depart- 
ment who had signed a pe^Gon pro- 
testing against the recent wage ^nt 
of 7S% which went into effect on 
Jan. 1. The committee was com- 
prised of Captain Michael Turner, 
Lieut. F. E. Davis, Firemen Carl 
Eschelbach, Thomas Enegess and 
Arthur McCarthy. As at the public 
hearing held on the policemen’s pro- 
test. City Treasurer Newhall and 
Assessor John W. Murphy were pres- 
ent. The firemen asked Mayor Weeks 
to agree, that in the event that the 
policemen succeed in their legal fight 
against the wage cut. that the fire- 
men shall also have the old wage 
scale restored. The firemen contend- 
ed that because Newton is one of the 
cities in this State not haring the 
two-platoon system, their wages 
should not be decreased. 

Following the conference Mayor 
Weeks took the same stand with the 
firemen that he had with the police- 
men. and to each of the department 
who had signed the protest he sent 
copy of the following letter: 

‘The action taken by me under 
date of December 2S, 1932, as per no- 
tice to you. after hearing as request- 
ed by you, is hereby affirmed.”

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

Tomorrow afternoon at 5 o’clock 
the time will expire for filing bills 
and petitions for consideration of the 
present Legislature. No new business 
will be admitted after that date ex- 
cept under suspension of the rules. 
In consequence members are busy at 
the offices of the Senate and House 
clerks. Whether the grist will be as 
large as in recent years is a question 
as it is unlikely any great amount 
of money will be appropriated. This 
should have the effect of discouraging 
a number of petitions but w'hether it 
will or not remains to be seen. 

The two branches have voted to 
hold memorial exercises in tribute to 
President Coolidge. No date has been 
set and no plans announced. 

The first committee hearing of the 
session was that held by the Joint 
Ways and Means Committee Wednes- 
day when it had before it the report 
of the special commission on public- 
expenditures. There was a large gath- 
ering on hand when the hearing 
opened, most of whom were inter- 
ested in the subject of a reduction 
of State salaries. When it was an- 
nounced thut the only business would 
be a discussion of the report by the 
Senate chairman of the special com- 
mittee a majority of the spectators 
withdrew. They had been informed 
by the presiding officer that the ques- 
tion of salary reductions would be 
taken up at a later date and ample 
notice given the public. 

The other committee hearing was 
that of Municipal Finance which met 
Thursday and heard arguments in 
favor of Gov. Ely’s inaugural recom- 
mendations for the relief of cities and 
towns now threatened with serious dif- 
ficulties becuuse of a lessening of 
revenue. All other committees ere 
busily ut work planning heurings 
which in a number of cases will start 
next week. 

The Governor’s Council of 1933-34 
held its first business session Wed- 
nesday at which the Governor sub- 
mitted the nomination of Dr. John 
V. May as State Commissioner of Men- 
tal Diseases to succeed Dr. George M. 
Kline whose death occurred lust week. 
Dr. May was confirmed under a sus- 
pension of the rules and lutcr took 
the oath of office, assuming his du- 
ties Thursday. The only other ap- 
pointment made by the Governor lust 
Wednesday wuh that of a lower court 
justice which the Council did not uct 
upon. 

There is much interest among bird 
lovers in the recommendation of the 
special committee on public expendi- 
tures that the division of ornithology 
be abolished. The director of the 
division is Dr. John B. May, a former 
Newton resident. The division Is self- 
supporting and has many friends 


among those who believe the State 
should have a large part in the con- 
servation of wild life. 

Botli branches have voted to send 
one member each to attend the con- 
ference of legislators from all States 
of the Union to be held in Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

The State organization of boards 
or selectmen held their annual meet- 
ing at the State House at which it 
was voted to indorse an attempt to 
repeal the old age assistance act. 
Tlie Governor has advised the Legis- 
lature in his inaugural address that 
if they cannot find some means of 
providing a source of revenue it would 
be well to suspend the operation of 
tlie law. This may stir the legislators 
into action or it may result in a re- 
peal of the law. The latter is a trifle 
doubtful because the law Is popular 
except among city and town fathers.

Oddments 

Sinking shafts for the new sewer 
Is necessarily accompanied by a cer- 
tain steady and monotonous noise. 

If you live In the vicinity of one of 
these shafts you may wonder — until 
you get used to it — whether you are 
listening to a low-flying airplane, a 
had case of wheezing, a flivver get- 
ting underway or a dentist’s drill. 


A sort of "what’s-It-all-nbout" feeling 
gets me when I see fictitious tales 
about moving picture stars — highly 
colored yarns cooked-up by Imagina- 
tive writers. It has been a source of 
wonder to me why the truth was 
not printed instead of Action. In a 
number of Instances I have known 
that the stuff fed to motion picture 
editors on the dally newspapers was 
far from the facts. The real story of 
the life of many of cinema people 
would be a great deal more Interest- 
ing. But no, the public is assumed to 
be dumb and double dumb so it is sup- 
plied a quantity of blah blah which it 
Is supposed to accept as gospel. Pos- 
sibly the writers of this ballyhoo 
know what their readers want better 
than you and I. 

It Is my fervent hope that there Is 
little in the charge that applicants 
for assistance sent to the Mayor’s Re- 
lief Commitee have been harshly spo- 
ken to by certain clerks and assist- 
ants. A substantial citizen, however, 
has assured me that he has seen ap- 
plicants roughly ordered from the 
committee’s office. I have no way of 
proving such allegations. It does seem 
to me, nevertheless that every consid- 
eration should be given anybody seek- 
ing employment. No man Is to be 
blamed for showing persistency In his 
endeavor to obtain work. Self-preser- 
vation is a human impulse. If the 
men cannot be given employment only 
at intervals they can at least receive 
civil treatment at all times. 

Another World Wonder 

When decalcomania is mentioned 
some people have an idea it is a med- 
ical term. You can’t blame them 
for It sounds a trifle that way. But 
those of us who as youngsters stum- 
bled over big words, will recall that 
It was “calcomain” or thereabouts. 
Anyway, It was sticking something 
on a piece of wet paper and having 
the picture leave the old for the new. 
Really a marvelous thing until the 
novelty wore off. A game that used 
to be popular on rainy days when 
you couldn’t go out to play or at such 
times when you were getting over a 
bad cold or something and weren’t 
allowed outdoors. 

We got our knowledge of it young 
as “calcomalns” were purchasable at 
a low price, a penny or two, and made 
a lot of Interesting sport for an hour 
or more. Of late I have been hear- 
ing more about it. (We’ll get to the 
story pretty soon.) Consequently, I 
had to give a little time to the spell- 
ing and definition. Finally I read: “De- 
calcomania. Art or process of trans- 
ferring pictures and designs as from 
specially prepared paper to china, 
glass, marble, etc. and permanently 
fixing them thereto; also a picture or 
design prepared to he so transferred.” 

In this I recognized the sport of 
boyhood days. It was like meeting 
a long-time friend after years and 
years of separation. Why hadn’t I 
thought of it before and why all this 
fuss show? Just think, decalcomania 
is replacing the hand-painting of 
signs. On uutomobile bodies you see 
advertisements for cigarettes — name, 
picture of the box and certain words 
of high praise. Time was, and not so 
far distant, when an expert crafts- 
man spent several days painting that 
sign on the car. Everybody has seen 
a sign-painter at work. Always fas- 
cinating — the silent, steady strokes of 
the brush while gradually the picture 
takes form. One of the real skilfull 
trades. 

But this is the era of mechanics. 
Call it technocracy or what you may. 
Tlie sign painting stunts are replaced 
by decalcomania. In the course of 10 
minutes or more the very sign, let- 
tering and picture, that the painter 
has spent two or three days in mak- 
ing is transferred to the surface of a 
car or signboard by decalcomania. 
Less time by many hours and less 
cost, for the labor is by no means as 
expensive. 

You should seek an opportunity to 
watch this process. Here is some- 
thing that furnishes amazement to 
those in search of a novelty and a 
source of tremendous interest to those 
who like to study such things. I am 
sorry to see the sign painter under- 
mined — and it looks as if this was 
hound to happen in time — but I muBt 
say that the new decalcomania is 
something to make anybody’s eyes 
stick out. 

Still on Ice 

Looks as if last week's paragraphs 
on skating had started something. 
Here’s this from a correspondent: 

“Dear L. D. G. — A trifle off the path 
of figure skating which you traversed 
so skillfully in your lutest column is 
the ullied sport of speed skating. Per- 
haps, then, one might assume that you 
meunt no slight when you devoted so 
much space to shameless envy of 
those who gracefully cut intricate fig- 
ures on the ice. Or may an erstwhilo 
speed skater Inquire If your omission 
of liis favorite form of sports enter- 
tainment was deliberate? 

"Yes, my learned sir, there is a 
form of competition Bkating quite sep- 
arate und distinct from the variety 
wh« rein youths und girls, of divers 
ages, make graceful pirouettes nml 
dips in etching fanciful designs on 
more or less smooth ice. You ure 
surprised? 

“Nevertheless, speed skating, which 
may or may not huve the social back- 
ground or figure skating, has Its ad- 
herents. and they are not few. In 
fuct It la no little umazing to learn 
that you, of all people, should he con- 
tent to envy figure skaters who In- 



dulge In an exercise which might al- 
most be termed exotic. Where Is the 
great Bentley virility of which I have 
heard so much? Why don’t you be a 
man and envy, If envy you must, the 
much more thrilling, breath-taking 
and dangerous sport of speed skating? 

“To one who is a former quarter- 
mile and half-mile speed skating 
champion, cutting fancy figures on 
the ice seems about as thrilling as 
hunting grasshoppers on the City 
Hall lawn. Where is the zest, the 
breathless competition? Where Is the 
eagerness of the start, the fighting 
race to the first corner, the mad 
scramble for the lead and the final 
desperate dash to be the first to break 
the tape? 

“Now, I’m not saying figure skat- 
ing Isn’t any fun, mind you, but to 
me It seems just about as exciting 
as playing tennis with your eight-year 
old sister or going for a gallop on a 
rocking-horse. So couldn’t you give 
us speed skating fans a little atten- 
tion? Just a paragraph, maybe? 
Please, mister? 

“And in closing may I say that 
I’ve skated for nearly 30 years and 
couldn’t cut a figure 8 on ice, not If 
you promised me all the gold In 
Alaska for doing It? And what’s more, 
I’m proud of it!

Class work at Simmons College pre- 
vented Professor Gay filling his en- 
gagement to speak to the Club at the 
regular meeting Tuesday afternoon.

In naming books 
by almost unknown English writers, 
that have come out In the past few 
months, Mr. Minot specified “Foun- 
tain,” by Charles Morgan, a work with 
such distinction of manner and qual- 
ity of touch that it has a fine class- 
ification. and “Inheritance,” by Phil- 
lis Bentley. By our American writers 
he gave "Sheltered Life,” by Ellen 
Glasgow, and “Gods Arise," by Edith 
Wharton. Mr. Minot stated that in 
his own personal opinion the Pulitzer 
prize this year might well go to El- 
len Glusgow for tho "Sheltered Life."

About Town

Autoists who drive cars with im- 
perfect brakes take chances even on 
dry streets. But, nutoists who drive 
cars with imperfect brakes when 
streets are covered with icy snow cer- 
tainly are endangering their own lives 
ns well as the lives of other persons. 
We have seen cnrs doing grapevines 
and figure 8s on slippery streets late- 
ly. Usually such cars have brakes 
out of adjustment, and when one 
brake grabs on a slippery street, It Is 
Just too bad. 


Dr. Lowe, City Physician, Is quoted 
ns estimating that 5000 persons In this 
city are sick with grippe. This is just 
an estimate. All we know is that w'e 
got the grippe on November 29th and 
nt that time the Health Department 
of Newton informed us that it had not 
heard of any outbreak of this popular 
disease in this city. So, wo must 
have been one of the first to be hon- 
ored with It here. 

Residents of Newton Centre are 
protesting against the method of op- 
erating the traffic signal at the inter- 
section of Centre and Beacon sts. 
They state that the yellow lights on 
this signal flash just for a moment 
and provide no opportunity for pedes- 
trians to cross the street. Persons on 
foot are accorded no protection nnd 
when they attempt to cross when the 
yellow light flashes, the green light 
either moving traffic on Centre or 
Beacon sts. comes on and the “forgot- 
ten man," either afoot (or sometimes 
on a bicycle) is at the mercy of that 
type of autoist who has no regard for 
the safety of others, and who steps 
on the gas once a green light shows. 
It is contended that the yellow light 
at this signal should show for a long- 
er intervnl to give pedestrians some 
chance to cross the street intersec- 
tion without t lie danger of being run 
over. The same condition prevails nt 
any village square where pedestrian 
traffic is heavy and where traffic sig- 
nals are operated automatically in- 
stead of by a traffic officer, as they 
should be. 


The excavation of Boylston st. at 
Newton Centro in the process of con- 
structing the new Worcester turn- 
pike, has caused a serious health 
menace. Cesspools in nearby yards 
have been seeping into the excavated 
area on the highway location, and 
also into other yards. It is impera- 
tive that sewer connections he made 
as soon as possible to stop this men- 
ace. 

Traffic Officers Dowling and Ham- 
mill have been doing good work ap- 
prehending autoists who drive along 
Washington st. at speeds of over 40 
miles; some at speeds well over 50 
miles. We have heard autoists whine 
that it is unfair persecution to bring 
one into court for speeding on Wash- 
ington st. But. if these persons en- 
deavored to cross this wide street on 
foot, or if they attempted to drive 
onto it from one of the many side 
streets and got whanged by some 
speeder who would not slow down, 
they would probably agree that 40 
miles Is more than fast enough as 
the speed limit on this street. Aged 
persons are afraid to cross the street, 
and even agile persons do so with 
trepidation. 

It is unfair, however, to summon 
into the Newton court those speeders 
who don’t “fix” matters by having the 
complaint against them quashed, while 
the game guys who haven’t sports- 
manship enough to take their medi- 
cine, rush to Home influential citizen 
and sneak out of the penalty due them. 
And the influential citizens who 
make good fellows of themselves by 
"Axing" such cases are largely to 
blame for the terrific list of deaths 
and injuries caused by reckless auto- 
ists who drive without regard for 
the safety of others because they 
know they can escape punishment. 


Police News 


Wellington Pratt. 22, of 155 Wav- 
erley ave., Newton, was fined $100 In 
the Newton court yesterday for driv- 
ing a car while under the influence 
of liquor. $50 for leaving the scene 
of an accident after causing damage 
to property without revealing his 
identity, and $10 for drunkenness. He 
appealed. Pratt was arrested on the 
night of Dec. 27th, after the car he 
was driving had hit two cars parked 
on Washington st. near Chnnning st. 
One of the cars was owned by Paul 
FitzGerald; the other by Bernard M. 
Burke, for mer police chief. Patrol- 
men Taffe and L. O’Donnell testified 
that Pratt was drunk when they ar- 
rested him and their testimony was 
corroborated by policemen on duty 
at police headquarters that night. Dr. 
T. Morton Gallagher testified that he 
had examined Pratt at police head- 
quarters following his arrest and thut 
he hud found the young man not 
under the influence of liquor. Patrol- 
man Stevens testified that he was 
present when Gallagher examined the 
defendant and thut the latter walked 
unsteadily.

Aldermen AUo Vote To Estab- 
lish City Laboratory 


The regular meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night started 
at 7:55; practically on time. Presi- 
dent Collins has informed the mem- 
bers that in the future he will start 
the meetings on time in fairness to 
citizens who come to attend hear- 
ings, so committee conferences will 
not be allowed to delay the Board 
meetings. The first matter on the 
docket was a hearing on the peti- 
tion of the Shell Petroleum Company 
for a permit to install another tank 
and pump at its station on Elm at., 
West Newton. No opposition ap- 
peared. 

Louis Feinberg of Chelsea spoke 
in favor of the petition of the New- 
ton Tire Company which he conducts 
at 237 Washington st., Newton, in 
the Charlton Building. He seeks a 
permit to install a 500-gallon gaso- 
line tank and pump at the rear of 
this locus. He stated that he wants 
the tank and pump to supply gaso- 
line for automobiles owned by his 
company, so that he can obtain 
this fuel cheaper, and that this per- 
mit would be for private use only. 
The automobiles are not garaged 
at this address. 

Jurors drawn at the meeting to 
serve at criminal sessions of the 
Middlesex Superior Court in Febru- 
ary are — Nicholas Richardson, 81 
Prescott st.; Robert A. Cox, 117 No- 
nantum at.; George Wiswall, 81 Wls- 
wall rd.; Harry Niven, 271 Lowell 
ave.; John P. Sullivan, 24 Wade st.;

When the Board reassembled Al- 
derman Hawkins, for the Licenses 
Committee, reported favorably on the 
following petitions — Ball! & Gheraze, 
55 Lincoln st., common victualler li- 
cense; George Fisher, 296 California 
st., permit to add 4 feet to building 
used as gasoline station; Frank Dil- 
berto, 3rd class liquor license at 303 
Washington st.; C. Piafltedosi, one 
express truck license at 154 Chapel 
st.; John Proia, 50 Adams st.; Alice 
Obershaw, 307 Washington st., com- 
mon victualler licenses. These pe- 
titions were granted. 

Appropriations made included— 
Health Department for laboratory 
equipment, $2000; Clements rd. 
sewer $1250; Playground Department 
for work in connection with unem- 
ployment relief, $7000; award to 
Rose Snedecker for injury caused by 
fall on sidewalk, $150; drain in Cold 
Spring Swamp playground, $1600;

Little Girl Dies 
In Tragic Fire 
At West Newton 


Ulrich Home in Flames When 
Firemen Arrive 


Barbara Ulrich, 10, daughter of Dr. 
and Mrs. Helmuth Ulrich of 215 Val- 
entine street. West Newton, died in 
a fire which completely destroyed the 
Ulrich home on Saturday night. The 
child’s parents had gone to Quincy to 
visit friends, and her brother Edward, 
15, had gone to a basketball game. 
She was alone in the house with a 
German shepherd dog. At 10.38 
o’clock a telephone call was sent to 
Fire Department headquarters at New- 
ton Centre by Mrs. Maude Staples of 
38 Ellis rd., located near the Ulrich 
home, who said that she smelled 
smoke and thought there must be a 
fire in the neighborhood. Ladder 1 
and Engine 4 from Newtonville re- 
sponded. but before the firemen 
reached the scene the flames, which 
apparently had been raging in the in- 
terior of the house had broken 
through. A call was at once sent to 
headquarters to have an alarm sent in 
from Box 381 at 10.44, which brought 
additional apparatus. By this time 
the flames had burst out through all 
sides of the building and the rear was 
blazing fiercely. Chief Randlett or- 
dered a second alarm, which was 
pulled at 10.49. Gas from melted pipes 
added to the intensity of the flames. 

Seven streams of water had the 
flames extinguished in a comparative- 
ly short time, but the blaze had 
spread so through the house before 
the Are was discovered, that the 
building and its contents were almost 
completely destroyed. The Are had 
apparently started from an overheat- 
ed electric iron in the kitcheb. The 
little girl was asleep in a chamber 
above the kitchen. The floor of her 
room was burned away and her bed 
fell through into the kitchen, thence 
through the ruins of the kitchen floor, 
coming to a stop on the heating pipes 
in the cellar. Her badly charred body 
was found at this spot. The child 
apparently was asphyxiated as she 
slept. The burned body of the dog 
was found inside the door of the girl’s 
bedroom, lying on a small section of 
floor which had not been completely 
burned away. The child’s parents ar- 
rived at the scene about 11.30 after 
having been telephoned to at Quincy 
that their home was afire. When Mrs. 
Ulrich reached the yard at her home 
she collapsed and was taken to 
the home of a neighbor. She was at- 
tended by Dr. Cecil Clark. Private 
funeral services for the child were 
held on Tuesday. Cremation was at 
Mount Auburn. The girl was a pupil 
at the Pierce School in West Newton. 


Baby Burned To 

Death Fri. Evg. 

Crib in Flames Before Discov- 
ery By Parents 


Kenneth McKonky, Jr., 2, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth W. McKonky 
of 97 Garland rd., Newton Centre, was 
burned to death last Friday evening 
about 6 o’clock. Shortly after the child 
had been placed in his crib in a bed- 
room on the second floor of the house, 
ills parents smelled smoke and the 
boy’s father rushed upstairs to And 
the bedclothing in the crib aflame. He 
snatched the child from the crib and 
quickly extinguished the flames, but 
the little boy had been fatally 
burned. Physicians who were sum 
moned to the house found life ex- 
tinct in the boy. The fire department 
had been summoned by telephone by 
Hayden Tyler of 114 Garland rd., who 
had observed smoke issuing from 
the McKonky home. According to 
the report of the Fire Department the 
Are was caused by the short-circuit- 
ing of two small dry-cells in a toy au- 
tomobile which had been placed in 
the crib with the child.

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Mayor Weeks Submits Budget 
To Aldermen Cutting City 

Expenses Nearly Half Million 

City Clerk, Playground and Engineering Departments Get Severe Cuts — 
$4,526,293 New Budget Total — $492,516 Under Last Year 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night Mayor Weeks 
submitted the budget recommendations 
for this year. The cost of running 
the City of Newton in 1932 was 
$4,714,184. The recommendations of 
the department heads for the ensuing 
year were $4,526,293. The Mayor 
lopped over $300,000 from these fig- 
ures. The biggest cut is made in the 
appropriation for the Street Depart- 
ment. Last year $1,045,903 were ex- 
pended by this department. Street 
Commissioner Stuart’s recommenda- 
tion for 1933 was $997,647. Mayor 
Weeks cut this to $806,322. The 
School Department last year expended 
$1,377,543. This year’s budget calls 
for $1,291,585. a cut of $86,000. 

The City Clerk’s Department Is cut 


over $32,000, most of this difference 
resulting from the transfer of the 
soldiers’ aid activity to a new depart- 
ment created to have charge of this 
type of aid. The Playground Depart- 
ment budget was cut $15,000 and the 
Engineering Department $11,000. The 
long-continued depression is reflected 
in the largo increase for the Public 
Welfare Department budget. Last 
year the budget for this department 
was $150,494, but $201,230 were ex- 
pended. For those residents of New- 
ton who draw soldiers’ relief $64,604 
were appropriated. Last year $71,500 
were paid through the City Clerk's 
Department for this purpose, and in 
addition $13,000 were appropriated for 
work done by former service men on 
Commonwealth ave. and elsewhere. 
The budget of the City Treasurer’s 


Department was increased about $20,- 
000 because of the bond issue for the 
Middlesex County Tuberculosis Hos- 
pital and the new high level sewer. 
The budget of the Public Buildings 
Department was increased $8,000, 
largely because this department now 
has to pay for all the telephone service 
at City Hall. 

The office of City Messenger will be 
discontinued on Feb. 28, when Lucien 
Davis, who lias filled this position for 
22 years, will be retired on a pension, 
having reached the age limit. His 
salary has been $2,000 yearly. A new 
office is created — that of director of 
Holdiers' relief. This office will be 
filled by Edmund T. Duncan of West 
Newton at a salary of $1,800 per an 
num.

Health Department 
Wants Blood 

For Serum 

Needed In Effort To Control 
Scarlet Fever Outbreak 


The Newton Health Department is 
seeking blood in an effort to check 
the spread of scarlet fever among 
children of this city. For the first 17 
days of this month 32 cases- of this 
disease were reported to the Board 
of Health in Newton. Last month 73 
cases were reported. Last year 402 
cases of the disease were reported to 
the Newton Board of Health. It cost 
the taxpayers of Newton $24,000 to 
pay for the care of children at the 
Newton Hospital who were sent there 
as scarlet fever patients during 1932 
This disease has become a serious 
matter in Newton. 

This week Dr. Curtis, chairman of 
the Board of Health sent letters to 
forty Newton residents over 15 years 
of age who have had scarlet fever re- 
cently. Each of these persons was 
offered $5 for a half-pint of their 
blood. This blood, if obtained, will 
be sent to the State Board of Health 
and will be used in making a serum. 
This serum will be used to innocu- 
late persons in Newton, residents of 
homes where scarlet fever cases oc- 
cur, and who have been exposed to 
the disease. A treatment of the se- 
rum is supposed to make one receiv- 
ing it immune to the disease for a 
period of three weeks, when the dan- 
ger of contagion is supposed to have 
passed. A half-pint of blood will make 
serum enough to innoculate 12 per- 
sons.

City Terminate* 
Employ of Veteran 
Milk Inspector 

No Provision In Retirement 
Fund For Aged Official 


The City of Newton next month 
will cease to employ as Milk Inspec- 
tor and bacteriologist Dr. Arthur Hud- 
son of Newton Corner who has served 
faithfully for 41 years. Dr. Hudson 
was first appointed as milk inspector 
and for several years the small sal- 
ary he received was spent by him in 
purchasing equipment for this work. 
For most of the long period he worked 
for this city he was paid a salary 
quite inadequate for the duties he 
performed. In recent years he was 
paid $65 per month as Milk Inspector 
and $50 per month as bacteriologlst- 
His laboratory in the Stevens Build- 
ing is one of the best equipped for 
its purpose in this State and he has 
himself supplied most of the materials 
used in his work. He is now in his 
86th year, but is still performing his 
work efficiently. When the new City 
Hall was built provision was made 
for the installing of a laboratory there. 

It was announced at the meeting 
of the Board of Aldermen on Monday 
night that the work which Dr. Hud- 
son has been performing will, in the 
future be done by Keble Perine, Agent 
of the Board of Health and that the 
latter, who has been receiving a sal- 
ary of $2400 per annum, will be given 
$600 additional. The sum of $2000 
was appropriated to purchase equip- 
ment for the new laboratory. Some 
of this equipment will be purchased 
from Dr. Hudson. Alderman Sproat 
paid tribute to the long and faithful 
service rendered by Dr. Hudson. No 
provision was made for a pension to 
the latter, when the Retirement Fund 
for employees of the City of New- 
ton was established a few years ago. 
Because of his long and faithful serv- 
ice to the city and the small com- 
pensation he received. Dr. Hudson is 
well entitled to a pension, even If 
special legislation is necessary to pro- 
vide one for him.

Newton High showed surprising 
strength Inst Saturday In its hockey 
game with Belmont until the closing 
minutes of the game when Captain 
George Ford and his mates went wild 
to stage a five-goal rally in seven 
minutes to win by a 6 to 3 score.

Father Curtin 
Died Suddenly 
Last Monday 

Well Known Priest Had Been 
Pastor Here 15 Years 


Rev. Timothy A. Curtin, pastor of 
Sacred Heart Church, Newton Cen- 
tre, for the past 15 years, died sud- 
denly of heart failure at 8.20 Monday 
morning at the rectory. He had heart 
trouble for the past several years but 
he kept courageously at his duties. 
He celebrated 7 o’clock maBs at the 
church Monday morning and was 
Seized with a heart attack after he 
returned to the rectory. He was 
born In Lynn, April 20, 1870, the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. John Curtin. He at- 
tended St. Mary’s Parochial School in 
that city and graduated from Boston 
College in 1892. He studied at St. 
John’s Seminary In Brighton and was 
ordained to the priesthood in 1896 
by Archbishop Williams. 

He was assigned as a curate to his 
home parish in Lynn and served there 
until 1915 when he was made pastor 
of Sacred Heart Church at Middle 
boro. While at Middleboro he erected 
u new church edifice. In 1918 he was 
made pastor at Sacred Heart Church, 
Newton Centre. His record in this 
city was one of achievement. In 1922 
he erected a parochial school and al- 
tered a large residence into a con- 
vent.

Declares John T. Burns. Jr. of 
Newtonville 


In speaking under the joint aus- 
pices of the State Department of Edu- 
cation.

“We 
brokers should try to do all that we 
can to encourage suburban develop- 
ment. for there is positively no better 
cure for crime and the assurance of 
health and happiness than to spread 
our population out into the fresh air 
and sunshine.”

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BUDGET REDUCTIONS 

Undoubtedly the year 1933 and particularly the next few 
months will witness every effort upon the part of efficient gov- 
ernmental bodies to reduce expenditures as far as possible. 
The results of economic chaos, such as loss or reduction of in- 
come, depreciation of real estate, securities and the like, an 
unequal distribution of taxation in certain fields, the cost of 
government, a huge increase in relief, welfare and unemploy- 
ment costs and numerous other questions are parts of the whole 
problem. Each part has its effect upon every other part and 
we cannot treat one part without consideration for its effect 
upon the whole. 

There are those whtf would have us make a drastic reduc- 
tion in expenditures with particular emphasis upon salaries. 
There are others who would increase public expenditures and 
spread the burden over future years. We favor neither of these 
courses. It is frequently stated that the dollar now buys 
over 25% more than a few years ago. But that does not mean 
that we can cut salaries and other expenses by 25%. Neither 
does it follow that a huge increase in welfare expenditures 
make it advisable to expend huge sums on relief projects and 
pass the burden of such cost onto the future. The two propo- 
sitions do not solve the fundamental problem. 

In the so-called years of prosperity lack of attention to ex- 
penditures, in many directions, and a raising of the standard 
of living, resulted in greater demand for public services and 
conveniences which cannot be abandoned overnight without 
resulting in greater chaos and further distress. However, there 
is little question that prosperous times and consequent lack of 
attention to expenditures, not only by public agencies but by 
individuals and business firms, carried with them a certain 
amount of waste. In many instances reduction in income auto- 
matically eliminated considerable private extravagance of this 
nature and gradually is bringing about reductions in govern- 
mental costs. 

The solution of present difficulties in regard to governmental 
costs does not lie in drastic measures of reduction but in the 
goal reached through the making of every conceivable effort 
toward the retention of standards of living upon as high a level 
as possible, the elimination of all needless and extravagant ex- 
penses, and a just and equitable distribution of the burden of 
taxation. 

We are a nation of independent thinking and acting people. 
For the most part we have due regard for the rights of others. 
We cannot believe that the pioneer spirit which laid the founda- 
tions of America has disappeared. We do believe that this 
spirit will help us to surmount our present obstacles and 
handicaps and safeguard the future, as far as possible, from a 
repetition of our present major problems.

Introducing the School Committee 

“The management and control of the public schools 
shall be vested in the school committee, which shall exer- 
cise the powers and discharge the duties imposed by law 
upon school committees. The committee shall consist of 
the mayor, ex-officio, and seven members, one from 
each ward of the city.” 

In these words the charter of the City of Newton sets 
up the school committee. It is interesting to note that 
the powers and duties of the school committee are im- 
posed by law. This is consistent of course with the well 
established American principle that Education is the 
concern of the State. All school committees are, there- 
fore, “extended arms” of the State, carrying out State 
mandates with respect to Education. We see, then, that 
a school department is not a municipal department in 
the same sense as are the departments of streets, police, 
fire, etc., subject to the complete direction and control 
of the executive and legislative branches of the city 
government. There are just two items related to schools 
which are not completely in the hands of the School 
Committee in Newton. Appropriations for expenditures 
outside of salaries are subject to scrutiny and revision by 
the mayor and council. The erecting of, maintenance of, 
and repairs to buildings are responsibilities delegated to 
the Public Buildings Department. The school committee 
must, however, be consulted as to the location and plans 
for all proposed new construction and material alteration 
of school buildings and must have full opportunity to 
present in detail all of its requirements. 

The school committee is a representative lay body 
serving without compensation, charged with broad pow- 
ers and responsibilities to make effective the mandate 
of the State with respect to universal public education. 
It is essentially a legislative body. 

Introducing the Superintendent of Schools 

Executive and administrative powers and duties are 
delegated to the Superintendent of Schools. The law 
requires that the school committee must appoint a super- 
intendent. He “shall be the executive officer of the com- 
mittee, and under its direction, shall have the care and 
supervision of public schools, shall assist it in keeping 
its records and accounts and in making such reports 
as are required by law, and shall recommend to the 
committee teachers, textbooks, and courses of study.” 

This presentation covers the form or machinery set 
up for the management and control of the public schools 
of Newton.

The oaths of office to Secretary of 
State Frederic W. Cook, State Treas- 
urer Charles F. Hurley, Attorney Gen- 
eral Joseph E. Warner and State Au- 
ditor Francis X. Hurley were admin- 
istered on Wednesday noon by Gover- 
nor Ely. Scores of friends and rela- 
tives filled the chamber of the Execu- 
tive Council. After the officials had 
been sworn in separately the Gover- 
nor administered the oaths of office 
to Mr. Warner’s eight assistants. 

Gradually the Legislature is swing- 
ing into action, with many hearings 
being assigned daily on the many bills 
which were introduced before the 5 
o'clock closing time last Saturday. 
More than 1500 bills have been filed, 
a record number, exceeding by nearly 
a hundred the high mark of last year. 
With efforts being made to keep the 
enactment of legislation at a minimum, 
especially pertaining to bills requiring 
the expenditure of money, many of 
the proposals are doomed to fail. 

Among the bills which are being 
considered favorably in committee is 
a proposal authorizing cities and 
towns to borrow funds for municipal 
purposes to an amount represented by 
their holding in tax titles. The meas- 
ure does not allow municipalities to 
use the tax titles as security against 
such loans but to use them as a meas- 
ure to the amount of borrowing allow- 
able under the provisions of the act. 
These loans would be outside of the 
debt limit of the municipality. The 
Committee on Municipal Finance has 
voted to report the bill favorably. 

The same committee also voted to 
extend for 1933 the provisions of the 
temporary law enacted for 1931 and 
1932 authorizing cities and towns to 
extend for a period not exceeding six 
months beyond the usual maximum 
term any loan issued in anticipation 
of revenue. 

Representative Bullock of Waltham 
appeared before the committee on Met- 
ropolitan Affairs on Wednesday to sup- 
port his petition providing that mu- 
nicipalities in the Metropolitan Parks 
District be permanently relieved of 
the expense of maintaining park bou- 
levards. Two years ago a measure 
was enacted by which these munici- 
palities were relieved from a share 
of this expense, and the present meas- 
ure is intended to make the act per- 
manent. Maintenance expenses for 
these boulevurds were divided half 
from the highway fund and half on 
the cities and towns in the district. 
The total cost is approximately $500,- 
000 annually. Abruhum Casson, legis- 
lative agent for the City of Boston, 
argued in favor of making the pres- 
ent law permanent, stating that "the 
time hue come when the highway fund 
should assume the cost of boulevards 
in the district’’ and that "the burden 
can no longer be placed upon munici- 
palities without their consent." Bos- 
ton pays ubout half of the assessment 
made upon cities and towns of the dis- 
trict. 

A petition for t lie immediate con- 
struction of the Poiyt of Pines bridge 
over the Saugus River between Revere 
ami Lynn was heard before the Metro- 
politan Affairs Committee on Wednes- 
day. The bridge wus authorized at 


the last session of the Legislature 
but construction was prevented when 
it was ruled that only a small amount 
of the more than $1,000,000 total 
could be expended in 1932. The peti- 
tion will enable the Department of 
Public Works to proceed with its con- 
struction. A share of the expense will 
be borne by Newton as one of the 
municipalities of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict. 

The Committee on Municipal Fi- 
nance held a hearing on a bill which 
would take authority over school ex- 
penditures out of the hands of the 
school committee and place it under 
municipal government. It is similar 
to the Bates bill of last year. Com- 
missioner of Education Payson Smith 
among several others opposed the 
measure. 

The Committee on State Adminis- 
tration at its hearings on Wednesday 
heard the petition or Armand C. Bang 
of Newton and Gilbert W. Haigh for 
a department of public medicine and 
health to conduct the activities of the 
Departments of Public Health and 
Mental Diseases and certain activities 
of the Departments of Public Welfare 
and Industrial Activities. Mrs. Bang 
spoke in favor or the bill as neither 
petitioner was able to attend. The 
bill is similar to that filed in recent 
years by Mr. Bang and which has 
been repeatedly turned down by the 
committee.

About Town 

By Edw. H. Powers 


Boston papers on Monday stated 
that criticisms had been made re- 
garding the destruction by Are of 
the Ulrich home on Valentine st., 
West Newton, last Saturday night 
because when the firemen first ar- 
rived at the scene the water pres- 
sure was poor and the first stream 
directed at the blazing house was 
quite weak. The first fire truck to 
arrive at the scene attached a line 
to a hydrant on Valentine st., near 
Oakcllff rd. This hydrant is con- 
nected with a 6-Inch main which 
runs up grade from Lowell ave. 
When it was observed that the stream 
from this hydrant was weak, En- 
gine 2 was connected with the hy- 
drant and pressure from this engine’s 
pump delivered a strong stream. 
Engines 4. 3, and 1 connected with 
hydrants higher up on Valentine st. 
and obtained plenty of water from the 
8-Inch main which is laid in the 
street to a point near Bigelow rd. 
The fire had been raging within the 
dwelling to such an extent before the 
flames burst outside the building, 
that the structure was doomed before 
the first fire apparatus arrived at 
the place. It is peculiar that auto- 
ists travelling along Valentine st. or 
Commonwealth ave. did not discover 
the fire, but it is probable that dense 
smoke within the house obscured 
the flamed! Newton has been for- 
tunate in its low fire loss during 
1932. The total fire loss in this city 
during that period is estimated at 
$75,000. 


The Newton Board of Health is 
offering $5 per half-pint for blood. 
How much will a pound of flesh 
bring? A lot of folks in this city 
have a large surplus of the latter 
which they might be willing to sell 
at a bargain price. 


The death of Rev. Timothy A. Cur- 
tin is a big loss not only to the 
parish which he devotedly served 
for 16 years, but to the city at large. 
Quietly, hut effectively, he aided in 
civic and philanthropic movements. 
Although for several years past his 
health was precarious, he carried on 
his duties courageously. 


Residents near the several shafts 
which have been excavated in con- 
nection with the large sewer project 
are naturally bothered by the noise 
which necessarily accompanies such 
work. But the contractors, T. Stuart 
& Sons, are doing everything possi- 
ble to minimize noise, and in happy 
contrast to other contractors who 
have been engaged in public works 
in this city the past few years, they 
are keeping the streets in the vicini- 
ty of the work free from traffic ob- 
structions. Residents along Tremont 
st. realize that the noise occasioned 
by the sewer project is trifling com- 
pared with the noise made on that 
street every day and night by the 
huge, rattletrap cars of the Boston 
Elevated as they rumble over uneven 
rails. 

Much ridicule is being poked at 
the technocrats. This is natural. 
Men who propose something radically 
different from the existing order of 
things have always been ridiculed. 
But, right or wrong, the technocrats 
at least are proposing something. 
Unlike most of the human jelly- 
fish. they are not merely drifting 
aimlessly about hoping for some- 
thing favorable to happen. “Stand- 
patting” and Pollyanna stuff have- 
n't overcome the depression, now 
in its fourth harrowing year. And 
happy days won’t return again until 
sufficient changes in our economic, 
social and political life will have 
been made to meet those other 
changes which have occurred in hu- 
man progress. President-Elect Roose- 
velt, in his address at the dinner 
tendered to President Lowell of Har- 
vard at the Harvard Club in New 
York on Wednesday night, asserted 
that sucli changes are necessary. Let 
us hope that he will receive the co- 
operation of the American people in 
making them, to the end that pros- 
perity will be restored as speedily 
us possible in this nation. 

The many friends of Rev. William 
Farrell, formerly of West Newton, 
will regret to learn that lie lias been 
critically ill at the rectory in Groton.

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Government Expenditures 
Must Balance With Income 
If Disaster Is To Be Averted 

Carl P. Dennett Makes Strong Plea For Governmental Economy 
Before Claflin Club 


"The tax situation in the United 
States has now reached a crisis 
which demands immediate attention 
from the people if disaster is to be 
averted," declared Carl P. Dennett, 
of Boston, Massachusetts Chairman 
of the National Economy League, In 
speaking before the Claflin Club of 
the Newtonvtlle Methodist Church 
on Friday evening. He further de- 
clared that with fulling government 
incomes the only possibility of 
averting collapse of credit and a gen- 
eral liquidation is a drastic cut In 
governmental expenditures, national, 
state and local. Starting with a 
quotation from a statement by the 
Advisory Council of the National 
Economy League, which includes Al- 
fred E. Smith, Elihu Root, Newton 
D. Baker and General Pershing, he 
spoke in part as follows: 

“In two decades we have seen 
the cost of government rise from 
about 3 billions to about 14 billions. 
This was too much when taxes were 
moderately easy to pay. It is a 
crushing burden under present busi- 
ness conditions. It takes nearly one- 
third of the national income. The 
work of all our people for 100 days 
each year is required to pay the 
cost of government. This paralyzes 
business, depresses industry, throws 
millions out of employment and 
spreads poverty, want and distress 
throughout the country.” 

The necessary functions of govern- 
ment must not be neglected; we must 
have order, health, justice, defense 
and education. Obligations to vet- 
erans suffering from the result of 
military service and their dependents 
must be discharged, but we can 
waste no money and tolerate no 
extravagance. The cost of all gov- 
ernment, national, state and local 
must be reduced without fear or fa- 
voritism to conform to the ability 
of the people to pay. 

There are only four places from 
which all income is derived and to 
which all taxes must trace back. 
They are the things taken from the 
earth, the air, the sea and the 
animal industry, plus the labor In- 
volved in their production. 

The claim lias been made that ex- 
isting wealth can be taxed, but, un- 
less wealth produces income, such 
taxation is confiscation, and this Anal- 
ly destroys the source of taxation. 
Any tax is passed all the way back 
along the line until it rests upon the 
cost of things and Mr. Average Citi- 
zen ultimately pays the bill. 

From 1913 to 1929 the cost of gov- 
ernment increased over 400%, and 
the per capita debt increased 255%. 
In 1913 the total cost of government 
was $2,919,000,000. It is now about 
l-i billions annually. City and town 
* • x 1 » < • 1 1 < 1 i t uivs have gone up 2S6%, 
state 420%, and Federal 46S%. 
Analysis shows that this increase 
is not due mainly to the war. Up 
to 1929 by heavy taxation the Fed- 
eral government had reduced its debt 
by nearly seven billions, but during 
tills time states and municipalities 
had increased their debts by over 
10 billions of dollars. 

The principal source of income of 
the Federal government lias been in- 
come taxes, which have dropped to 
53% of their 1929 level. At that time 
income taxes bore 60% of the cost 
of the Federal government. They 
have no\v dropped to 22%. The Mas- 
sachusetts i n c o m e tax produced 
32 millions in 1930, 17 millions in 
1932 and is estimated at 12 millions 
for 1933. Tax Commissioner Long has 
stated that if income continued to 
decline in Massachusetts local gov- 
ernment would break down. 

in recent years legislation has 


been passed which grants benefits 
to veterans for matters having no 
connection to military service. In 
1932, 55% of those receiving com- 
pensation had not become incapaci- 
tated in war service. Furthermore, 
the United States Government is 
engaged in more than 200 lines of 
competitive Industry, from making 
rut poison to the building of ships. 
Mr. Dennett declared that the Econ- 
omy League asks only that compen- 
sation to veterans which is an un- 
just burden on the people be re- 
moved. He also declared that the 
Federal government should get out 
of unnecessary competition witli pri- 
vate business. 

The speaker maintained that the 
facts and figures carefully assembled 
by the National Economy League, 
which has Included ail units of gov- 
ernment in the United States, clear- 
ly show that a real danger exists. 
Should there be a failure on the 
part of federal, state or local gov- 
ernment to meet either principal or 
Interest on their bonds, there will 
be a general collapse which will 
carry with it the hanks and insur- 
ance companies which own them. 
He closed with the following quota- 
tion from a statement adopted at 
a meeting of New England state tax 
officials: 

"We are firm in the belief that 
only through an intelligently direct- 
ed educational campaign as to ca- 
pacity to pay and the essential needs 
of government, can the situation 
threatening in many municipalities 
he averted.” 


ELECTROCUTED AT 
WATER RESERVATION 

Fred Snow', 40, of Whitman at., 
Somerville. w'as electrocuted on 
Wednesday afternoon at the reserva- 
tion of the Newton Water Depart- 
ment on the Needham side of the 
Charles River near the pumping sta- 
tion. He was one of a crew of men 
employed by the George W. Ellis 
Company which is installing a power 
line to supply current for the pumps 
at the reservation. Snow was one 
of six men pulling a cable along 
the ground when a high-power wire 
on a nearby pole snapped and fell 
across the cable. Snow, at the end 
of the cable, received the full force 
of the charge from the wire and 
was electrocuted. The other five men 
received shocks and burns on their 
hands. The Newton police ambu- 
lance hastened to the scene and Pa- 
trolmen Cody. Hartford and Mullen 
worked over Snow for an hour in a 
vain effort to resuscitate him. 


SENT THREATS TO CHESTNUT 
HILL PEOPLE 

Jumes McClarey, 34. who claims 
Chicago as his home address, was ar- 
rested Tuesday night at Chestnut Hill 
by Patrolman Phillips. McClarey had 
earlier that night been chased by 
Patrolman McCormick, who fired sev- 
eral shots at the man when he found 
him prowling about the estate of 
Mrs. Harriet Hammond on Essex rd. 
Tlie telephone wires outside the house 
had been cut. McClarey had fornierlv 
been employed as a gardener at this 
estate and other estates at Chestnut 
Hill. He is charged with having been 
the writer of hundreds of threatening 
letters sent to residents of that sec 
tion. These letters w’ere sent, alleg- 
edly because the recipients did not 
give tlie writer work. Dr. Lowe, city 
physician, told Judge Bacon that Mc- 
Clarey lias the mentality of an 8 year 
old boy. Tlie man was sentenced to 
the State Farm at Bridgewater.

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Kiwanians Hear 
Talk on Coolidge 

John P. Brennan Gives Impres- 
sions of Late President 

"My Impressions of Calvin Cool- 
ldge" was the subject of an Inspir- 
ing address by the honorable John 
P. Brennan given at the Klwanls Club 
meeting Tuesday, January 24 at the 
Charles River Country Club. 

Mr. Brennan said In part: 

"I did not realize nineteen years 
ago, that, as I was listening to the 
opening address of the President of 
the Massachusetts Senate, a future 
President of the United States was ad- 
dressing us. As a presiding officer 
he exemplified his own words, spoken 
at the opening session, ‘Be brief.’ His 
fairness was so marked that during 
the winter his democratic colleagues, 
for the first time In the history of 
the Senate, gave a dinner to their Re- 
publican presiding officer. 

"He served the apprenticeship and 
then became Governor in his own 
right. In passing it may be said that 
it was not generally known that few 
men serving as Governor had the 
grasp on affairs that Coolidge did. 
His knowledge of legislation and its 
various steps of progress was uncanny. 
The result was an administration 
measuring up to the best in the his- 
tory of the Commonwealth. And he 
never lost sight of the toiler. Few 
men who had served in the House 
or Senate had a labor record as good 
as Calvin Coolidge — either on the 
Democratic or Republican side. 

"Before leaving Massachusetts for 
Washington and the Vice-Presidency, 
he made a characteristic gesture. One 
of the members of that old 1914 Sen- 
ate was slowly dying of an incurable 
disease in a little place he had out- 
side of Boston. The Vice-President- 
elect evaded the secret service man 
and paid this old Diniocratic War 
Horse a visit. It only came out when 
Coolidge told the secret service man 
detailed to guard him that he had 
only visited an old friend whom, he 
said, he might not have a chance to 
see again for a little while. 

“Many interesting things happened 
when I was in the Senate. One day 
Coolidge stepped alongside of me as 
I was going into the Senate Cham- 
ber. He said. ‘Haven’t made a speech 
yet.’ I said, ‘No/ He said, ‘They 
tell me you are a great talker.’ 
said. ‘Well, Mr. President, I’m fol- 
lowing a good example so am learn- 
ing to keep my mouth shut.’ ’Well 
said he, ‘that’s a pretty good way to 
keep out of trouble. Can’t hang you 
for what you don’t say.’ 

“His pithy statements, terse lan- 
guage, homely illustrations all made 
a great hit with the city members. 
To hear him remark of some fellow 
who had been using poor judgment, 
‘Let him alone, let him stew on his 
own grease,’ told more graphically 
than a full paragraph that the erring 
one must work out Ills own salvation 
and pay for his own mistakes. 

“His was no circus parade career. 
No brass hand preceded his entrances 
and exits. No press agenting of the 
well known high power type accom- 
panied his career. Topsy-like, he just 
grew right into the heart of America 
by his very difference. 

"He served as President quietly, 
austerely, almost as an ascetic. Dur- 
ing the most brazen, flamboyant pe- 
riod of American history, a real repre- 
sentative of those very standards of 
living which the people of his time 
utterly disregarded. 

“He believed in thrift in an age of 
wild extravagance: for prudence, in 
an age of wild debauch. He stood for 
caution in a period of gross reckless- 
ness. 

“It seemed ironical that this mod- 
ern puritan Coolidge, ruled in a pe- 
! riod of Babylonian extravagance, yet 
■ the message he constantly wrote on 
the walls of his time, ignored though 
they W'ere, did not diminish his hold 
upon the fancy of America. They 
felt Calvin Coolidge was right — yet 
few imitated, though the great major- 
ity admired his example. 

"He was the same In Washington 
as he was in Boston. Once I hap- 
pened to remark. ‘You look well, Gov- 
ernor. You’re getting fat.’ The char- 
acteristic Coolidge come hack was 
there, terse and epigrammatic, ‘It’s all 
right, John, so long as I do not get 
fat in the head.’ 

"He was always doing nice things 
for children and this was particu- 
larly true after little Cal went. He 
was so simply honest, the average 
man meeting the circumlocutions of 
life could not understand him and it 
was this simplicity which appealed so 
strongly to the man on the street. It 


Mayor Orders 
Dump on River 
Bank Closed 

Counsel for Defense Argued 
City Lacked Authority 

William H. Carpenter of 117 Wal- 
lace st.. In the Charlemont section 
at Newton Highlands, was In the 
Newton court on Monday charged 
with transporting rubbish through 
the streets of this city without a 
permit. The complainant against 
Carpenter was Inspector Irving House 
of the Newton Health Department. 
House testified that he had warned 
Carpenter not to continue carting 
the rubbish over Newton’s streets 
and his orders had been disregarded. 
Patrolman Joseph Smith testified 
that Carpenter had carted rubbish 
from Brookline to dump it on land 
owned by him at the end of Wal- 
lace st. Carpenter’s attorney con- 
tended that the City of Newton 
has no right, under the law, to 
prohibit the transportation of rub- 
bish. Judge Bacon continued the 
case to Jan. 30 to examine the 
statutes. 

For some time Carpenter had been 
carting rubbish to the dump at the 
end of Wallace st.. a narrow unac- 
cepted way. which leads from Win- 
chester st. to the Charles River. 
This dump has been encroaching 
into the river, and what was formerly 
an attractive stretch of river has 
become despoiled by this dump with 
its collection of ashes, paper, 
broken glass, large metal recepta- 
cles and the usual collection of rub- 
bish which makes the ordinary dump 
an eyesore. Not only Is this dump 
objectionable from an aesthetic view- 
point, but it extends into the river 
opposite the land in which is located 
the conduit supplying the water for 
residents of Newton. For many 
months the Newton Water Depart- 
ment has been complaining of the 
dump. A short distance above the 
dump on the river is the intake for 
the new filtration basins which the 
city had constructed last year at an 
expense of many thousands of dol- 
lars. Poles are now being erected 
for the wires which will supply 
power to the pumps w’hich are to 
draw water from the river for these 
filtration basins. The dump may 
become a serious source of pollution 
to Newton’s water supply. Because 
of the united protests of the Water. 
Health and Street Departments of 
Newton against this dump. Mayor 
Weeks has ordered .action to prevent 
further carting of rubbish to this 
place either by Carpenter or anyone 
else. 


Spreading Work 
Most Important 

Roger Prescott Declares Before 
Newton Rotary Club 


’The most important problem fac- 
ing industry is spreading work 
among more workers," according to 
Roger Prescott, past president of 
the Boston Rotary Club, and assistant 
treasurer of S. S. Pierce Co., when 
he spoke to Newton Rotary Club on 
Monday at the Brae Burn Country Club. 

Unemployment Is not a result en- 
tirely of the present economic de- 
pression, but a condition that will 
be with us In more prosperous times 
due to a highly perfected machine 
development combined with improved 
operation; completion of an expan- 
sion era. w'hereln the railroad, auto, 
radio, and road building have had 
unusual development. 

Stability might be brought about by 
giving every man a feeling of job 
security. Mr. Prescott proposed sev- 
eral plans for reducing unemploy- 
ment. He said w'e might have less 
efficient methods by limiting the use 
of our highly developed machines In- 
vented as labor saving devices. This 
could only be temporary because in- 
ventive progress cannot be curtailed 
or throttled in a highly developed 
civilization. His next proposal wras 
the creation of more jobs which are 
directly related to production and 
consumption and highly impractical 
at present. The next plan "stretch- 
ing work out over more people" was 
highly favored. This could be easily 
brought about with very little reor- 
ganization of our industrial forces, 
in the judgment of the speaker. 
Shops w'ould not be closed; more ma- 
chines and shop space would not 
he needed; the cost of employing 
additional employees could be borne 
by present employees: production, a 
source of our present difficulty, would 
not be increased; experience in a 
plan of spreading the w'ork has 
been successful in a number of in- 
dustries w’here it has had a fair 
trial, as the steel industry, milk 
dispensers, and In department stores. 

The "Flexible Week" is Idealistic, 
and high in motive. It can be carried 
through w'ith businesslike precision 
and it is thoroughly sportsmanlike, 
making life better and easier for 
others. Mr. Prescott’s audience was 
highly appreciative of his plan which 
was clearly and thoughtfully devel- 
oped.

Teachers Protest 
Dec. Salary Cut 

A regulur meeting of the School 
Committee was held on Monday 
night. Several requests for use of 
school buildings were considered. A 
group of West Newton residents 
asked for the use of a room at the 
Davis School on Wednesday and Fri- 
day afternoons to permit a private 
teacher to give instruction in music to 
children of the petitioners. The School 
Committee promptly turned down 
tills petition. A petition from the 
hand of Newton Post. American Le- 
gion to hold rehearsals at tlie War- 
ren Junior High School four nights 
each month, was laid on the table. 
So was a petition from the Elsie 
Janis Drum Corps, which also asked 
for the use of this school for rehear- 
sals on four nights each month. 

A .delegation was at the meeting 
representing the various organizations 
comprised of teachers in the Newton 
public schools. They protested against 
the amounts deducted on their sal- 
ary cheeks this month on the basis 
of the 7 l a% cut. The teachers con- 
tended that while they have been paid 
for 10 months work each year, their 
payments have been made in twelv 
installments. For example, a teacher 
receiving $1S00 per annum has a sal- 
ary of $180 per month, but her month- 
ly pay check before the cut was $150 
on the twelve payment practice. Thus 
for tlie first four months of the school 
year — September. October. November 
and December, the salary due tills 
teacher would have been $4S0, but 
only $400 would have been received: 
$S0 of the salary would still he due. 
Because of this, with the 7Lj% cut 
deducted on the twelve payment basis, 
tlie teachers claim that the deduction 
really amounted to S%. The School 
Committee agreed with the teachers 
and steps will be taken to have the 
teachers paid the balance due them 
for 1932.

Route Two Is Selected 
By Commission For 
Hammond Pond Pkw3\ 

Awarding of Contract for the More Expensive Route Marks 
Another Step in Prolonged Controversy 


On Thursday. January 19th, the 
Metropolitan District Commission 
awarded to the M. McDonough Com- 
pany of Saugus the contract for 
luilding the section of parkway which 
will run from the Brookline line 
at Boylston st. across Hammond 
Woods to Beacon st.. Newton Cen- 
tre. The parkway will be constructed 
over the so-called Route 2, the long- 
er and more expensive route be- 
tween the two points mentioned. 
This action on the part of the Met- 
ropolitan District Commission marks 
another phase in the bitter contro- 
versy which started in the Spring 
of 1932 when a group of Chestnut 
Hill residents petitioned Mayor 
Weeks to seek legislation which 
would amend Chapter 358, Acts of 
1929. This Chapter authorized the 
construction of the parkway from 
Boylston st.. Brookline through Ham- 
mond’s Woods skirting the pond at 
its southwesterly shore to a point 
about 600 feet north, thence through 
land formerly owned by Edwin S. 
Webster and others to Beacon st, 
about opposite Hobart rd. Money 
had been appropriated by the Legis- 
lature for the construction of this 
section of parkway and work was 
about to start on It last Spring 
when the petition was presented to 
Mayor Weeks. Active in the pre- 
senting of this petition was Dr. Au- 
gustus Thorndike who resides at 517 
Hammond st.. on the Lowell estate. 

Mayor Weeks called a special 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
which was held on the night of 
May 9. 1932. to take action on this 
petition. The Aldermen met in- 
formally in the large committee room 
at the old city hall and held a con- 
ference which was also participated 
in by City Solicitor Bartlett. City 
Engineer Morse. Otis D. Fellows, Jr., 
planning engineer of the Metropoli- 
tan Planning Division of the Com- 
monwealth, and the Planning Board 
of the City of Newton. President 
Collins of the Aldermen stated that 
the meeting was open to the pub- 
lic and representatives of the press 
were present. City Solicitor Bart- 
lett explained that the petitioners de- 
sired tlie parkway be kept away 
from Hanimond Pond and that Mayor 
Weeks desired the Aldermen to 
petition for legislation which would 
authorize the Metropolitan District 
Commission to advertise for bids on 
an alternate route < designated as 
Route 2) which would carry the 
parkway about S00 feet south of 
Hammond Pond, but which would 
have it emerge on Beacon st. near 
Hobart rd.. as originally planned. 
This latter specification had been in- 
serted. too. after Alderman Pratt 
had strongly objected to a proposal 
that the parkway should emerge on 
Glen ave. The Mayor also asked that 
the Aldermen petition the Legisla 
ture to authorize the expenditure of 
any balance of the $415,000 appro- 
priated for the parkway for the 
widening of Glen ave. and Willow 
st.. Newton Centre, as the connect- 
ing link of the parkway route be- 
tween Beacon and Centre sts. : with 
the proviso that this ironnecting link 
be routed along Hobart rd.. should 
this way be deemed preferable. Mr. 
Bartlett explained that City Engin- 
eer Morse. Assistant Engineer Leon- 
ard and himself had planned the 
route to follow Glen ave.. but this 
proposal had been turned down by 
the Metropolitan District Commission. 

Alderman Holden informed the 
gathering that he had attended meet- 
ings held shortly before by the Met- 
ropolitun District Commission on the 


petition of the Chestnut Hill group 
on the proposed alternate route, ann 
that during the previous week he ha< 
walked over this route (Route 2 
with Chairman Keniston of the Me: 
ropolitan District Commission an 
others, and it was found that an 8 C 
grade and sharp curves would b»- 
necessary on this route; therefor* 
the Metropolitan District Commissio* 
would not agree to this route 
President Collins of the Alderme.^ 
asked the members of the Newton 
Planning Board to state their view- 
Albert M. Lyon, Chairman of th 
Board, said he had been informe 
both by the Metropolitan Dlstric 
Commission and City Enginee 
Morse that the route originally se- 
lected is preferable because it woul . 
be shorter, have better grades an 
be less expensive to build. In repl 
to a question from Mr. Collins, as! 
ing if he regarded Route 1 (th 
original route) as objectionable, M 
Lyon said — “Not from a public poll, 
of view. The time has passed whe 
private citizens can monopolize a 
large area of public owned land fo 
private benefit. There is no goo . 
reason for making the change." 

Engineer Fellows. Alderman Prat: 
City Engineer Morse and Herbert Ke 
laway of the Planning Board also op 
posed the v ehange petitioned for an 
r'n* Newton Planning Board went o 
record as being opposed. The Boar 
of Aldermen voted unanimously tha 
no action was necessary on the p< 
tition. It was believed by some men 
bers of the Aldermen that Mayo. 
Weeks really was not in favor of th 
petition, and that he was passing th 
buck. But. the Aldermen speedii 
learned that the Mayor was sincer* 
Some of them had talks with th 
Mayor during the next few days. Th* 
following Monday night. May 16. 193: 
previous to the regular meeting o 
tha Board of Aldermen, the membei 
of the Board had a conference wit 
Judge James Lowell of Chestnut Hii 
and Joseph Lee of Boston, and Mayo 
Weeks. At the Board meeting, a m* 
tion was made by Alderman Gordo 
and seconded by Alderman Floyd ti 
reconsider the vote passed unanimou: 
ly at the special meeting held th* 
week previous. Aldermen Pratt an 
Temperley opposed the motion, but th 
Board voted to reconsider, and the 
voted to petition for the Legisiatio 
asked for by the Mayor. The onl ;* 
votes in the negative were those f 
Aldermen Pratt. Temperley and Chas 

Hearings on the petition were hel 
on May 19 before the Committee o 
Rules at the State House: on Ma 
23rd before the Committee on Metr« 
politan Affairs and on June 3rd b* 
fore the Ways and Means Committc 
of the Senate. On June 23rd a hea 
ing was held before the Metropolita 
District Commission. At these hea 
ing s the requested Legislation wa 
favored by City Solicitor Bartlett, D 
Thorndike. Joseph Lee and others. I 
was opposed by members of the Nei 
ton Planning Board and residents c 
Newton Centre: some of the latt* 
fearing that Route 2 would be th 
opening wedge for the use of Willo- 
st. as a continuation of the parkwi* 
traffic route, and the evolving of H* 
nier st. Into a thoroughfare for heav 
traffic. The Chestnut Hill residen: 
who wanted Route 2 stated they woul 
not favor it should it cost much mor 
than Route 1. Mayor Weeks state 
that he would not favor Route 2 if it 
cost were over $15,000 more tha 
Route 1. 

When the bids were received on th 
two routes, those of the McDonoug 
Company were the lowest. McDoi 
ough’s bid for Route 2 was over $23 
000 more than his bid for Route l 
Engineering costs will add to this dii 
ference.

NEWTON TRIMS 
METHUEN ON TRACK 
WITHOUT VETERANS 


The race in the Suburban league 
basketball circuit is proving to be one 
of the closest since the league adopt- 
ed the sport some five or six years 
ago. Although there are but four 
league members, Newton, Cambridge 
Latin, Rindge Tech, and Brookline, it 
is a certainty that the winner will bo 
one of the leading school basketball 
teams of this section of the state. 
Each of the four teams meets the 
other three members of the league 
twice, on a home and home basis, 
making a total of twelve games. Three 
of these have been staged with Cam- 
bridge Latin winning from Newton, 
Newton winning from Rindge, and 
Rindge winning from Brookline. On 
the basis of point scoring, two points 
being given for a victory, a triple tie 
for the lead exists between the Can- 
tabs, Rindge and Newton, although 
the Cantabs have played but one con- 
test while Rindge and'Newton have 
played two each. 

Newton’s league debut was at Cam- 
bridge Latin last Friday with the 
Cantabs annexing a thrilling game by 
the slight margin of one point, the 
final score being 25 to 24. In that 
game Newton staged a brilliant rally 
with three minutes to play reducing 
a six point margin to a single point. 
Incidentally just as time expired Cap- 
tain Warren Huston let go a toss for 
the basket which dropped through the 
strings but was not scored as the ref- 
eree ruled that the ball had not left 
his hands when the timer’s gun 
barked. The Cantabs led 12 to 9 at 
half time and never relinquished tho 
lead although the great pass-work of 
Huston and Flagg kept Newton con- 
tinually in the game. Flagg was high 
scorer of the game with seven goals 
from the floor for a total of 14 points 
Captain Klevis of Cambridge was the 
outstanding player with his brilliant 
defensive work and passing. Before 
the game started Referee Boyle in- 
troduced Huston as the greatest all- 
round schoolboy athlete In New Eng- 
land. The Cantabs, having met Hus- 
ton in athletic competition many 
times previously and realizing his abil- 
ity, covered the Newton star closely. 
In a preliminary game the Cantab sec- 
onds defeated the Newton seconds 27 
to 21. Considerable interest has al- 
ready been created In the coming 
clash between Newton and Cambridge 
on the Newton floor on Feb. 14th. 

Wednesday afternoon Newton and 
Rindge met on the Newton floor with 
the invading team favored to win. In 
hair-raising struggle the Newton 
quintet upset the predictions and 
came through with a last minute ral- 
ly to win 32 to 29. 

The game was close all the way 
with Rindge leading 11 to 6 at the 
end of the first quarter, an 11-all 
score at the half and a Rindge lead 
of 21 to 17 at the end of the third 
period. With a few minuteB left to 
play in the third period Newton wad 
leading 17 to 15 but three Rindge bas- 
kets put them out in front again. 
Rindge applied more pressure early 
in the final period and seemed as- 
sured of victory with a 26 to 18 mar- 
gin. Newton came fast and with 
Huston teaming up in spectacular 
fashion with Flagg and Frazier the 
Carden City quintet soon made it any- 
body’s game. A foul toss put Newton 
a # point in front but another brought 
Rindge up on even terms and a 
Rindge goal from the floor gave them 
a two-point margin. Huston tallied 
to make it 29 all as time was rapidly 
expiring. Eddie Gretho then shot a 
foul and on the tapoff Huston sent the 
ball to Frazier who evaded Byington 
as the latter tried to block the shot 
and sent the ball through for the 
points that clinched the game.

In the dash Quigley, first and Feola, 
third were Newton’s point-winners. 
Taylor took second for the visitors 
and later came back to win the 300- 
yard run over McLellan and Mascia, 
second and third for Newton. 

Connelly, and Smith 
swept the 600 in that order to give 
Newton nine points in that event.

all the points for Newton in the 
brond jump with Myrick’s leap of 8 ft.

Coach Enoch has entered twenty- 
one contestants in the Northeastern 
University interscholastic meet to be 
staged tomorrow on the Huskies track 
at the Boston Y. Twenty-four schools 
have entered the competition which 
finds Everett High the defending 
champion. Newton and Medford have 
each won this meet twice in former 
years. Winners will receive gold, sil- 
ver, and bronze medals for the first 
three places and a team trophy of 
silver with a runner on the cap. 
mounted on an ebony base, has been 
offered replacing the silk banner of 
former meets. 

Everett is considered a strong con- 
tender as are Brookline, Malden, Med- 
ford and Lawrence. While Newton is 
not figured as a likely winner it Is 
possible that some of the orange and 
black runners will come through with 
sufficient points for a surprise victory. 
Captain Doug Sloane, State indoor 
and outdoor Class A champion is a 
possible winner in a strong field which 
includes Ado Committo of Everett, 
State Class B sprint champion, as 
well as Ellsworth Roberts of Law- 
rence who defeated Sloane in a dual 
meet a few weeks ago as Sloane was 
recovering from an attack of grippe. 
Hugh Owens of Newton is a dark 
horse in the 1000. He has been turn- 
ing in some creditable times but has 
not yet been able to show what he can 
do in stiff competition. Against Capt, 
Kozywck of Medford and Main of 
Malden he will have an opportunity 
to show what he can do. Although 
Bill Cusamano Is listed as an entry 
he will not compete as he is still 
forced to use crutches because of the 
sprained ankle he received in high 
jump practice a few days before the 
Lawrence meet.

Tho 
victory gave Newton undisputed pos- 
session of fifth place but failed to ad- 
vance them In the standing as Bel- 
mont, Melrose and Medford, also won 
their games over Rindge, Arlington, 
and Stonelmm by respective scores of 
4-0, 2-0 and 3-2. Newton, however, is 
but one point behind Medford and 
Cambridge which are tied for third 
place while Belmont continues in the 
lead and Melrose in second place. 

Due to the K. of C. track meet to 
he held at the Garden tomorrow night 
the schoolboy hockey games will be 
staged tonight with Belmont meet- 
ing Arlington nnd Rindge facing 
Stonelmm in tho first set of games at 

o’clock and Melrose and Cambridge 
Latin and Newton and Medford taking 
the ice a couple of hours later. A 
win for Newton over Medford will put 
the orange and black ahead of the 
Medford clan and also the Cantabs 
should Melrose take the latter. A 
Cantab victory and a Newton victory 
would put Melrose and Newton in a 
tie for third with Cambridge and Bel- 
mont above.

Says School Work Should Con- 
tinue As Example 


In addressing the Newton Centre 
School Association recently, Payson 
Smith, State Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, declared that educational work 
in Massachusetts, which ranks high 
in that of tho country, should bo 
continued at its high level aB an ex- 
ample to other states. 

Answering the criticism of the 
amount of money now expended on 
education, as compared with twenty 
years ago, all of the subjects called 
fads and frills, said he. have been 
introduced into the curriculum in 
response to public demand. When it 
comes to a matter of elimination, 
each has so many champions that It 
is well nigh impossible to know where 
to start. 

He went on to state that the 
schools have a larger enrollment 
this year than ever before because 
of conditions. Usually 60,000 young 
people leave school and go to work 
each year. This year only 21,000 
have so far been placed In Industry.

He showed ho\v the first ef- 
fects of drink are to deaden the ca- 
pacity for self criticism and the sense 
of responsibility, thereby breaking 
down the finer inhibitions and ideals 
built up through the ages of educa- 
tion in the human race. This harm- 
ful effect comes through the use of 
alcohol even in small quantities. Mi- 
meographed copies of parts of Dr. 
Vaughan’s address are to be prepared 
for distribution.

“The Chemical Shop” demonstration 
by Miss Luliona Barker, materials 
supplied by Mr. Wilfred Cliagnon, of 
Hubbard’s Drug Store.

ABOUT TOWN 


According to a ruling of President 
Hoover, made on December 23rd, 
women on the eligibile list for ap- 
pointment to postnl positions have a 
right to become letter-carriers. We 
can’t understand the President’s at- 
titude on this important matter. Is 
it practical for females to be mail 
carriers? Seriously, there are men 
who have been laboring under hard- 
ships for ID years as substitute car- 
riers who would be deprived of long- 
delayed appointments if this ridiculous 
ruling is put into effect. As one who 
spent nearly 17 years in the postofflce 
we have first-hand knowledge that it 
is not practical to appoint women ns 
letter-carriers. Times are bad in this 
country, but not bad enough yet to 
have women employed in carrying 
heavy packs along our streets. 

The other night we attended the 
meeting held by the Chestnut Hill Im- 
provement Society. We listened to 
an interesting address by Mayor 
Weeks in which he stressed the need 
of economy in government. He good- 
naturedly admonished Speaker Lev- 
erett Saltonstall of the Legislature 
to assist in having the State also 
practice economy. Mr. Snltonstall 
told of the financial problems con- 
fronting this Commonwealth, and he 
agreed with the Mayor that econ- 
omy in government is needed. Both 
these gentlemen have given freely of 
their time in public service and usu- 
ally they are endeavoring to practice 
what they preached at Chestnut Hill. 
But. as we listened to them, we could 
not help thinking that only a few 
days previous, a contract had been 
given by the Metropolitan District 
Commission for a section of park- 
way at Chestnut Hill w’hlch w’ill cost 
the taxpayers of this State about $25,- 
000 more than need be spent, and that 
both the speakers had been largely 
instrumental in causing the change 
from the route originally selected for 
this parkway to the more expensive 
and less practical route. 

This parkway, as originally planned 
would have been about one-third of a 
mile from the nearest residence of 
the small group which petitioned for 
the change of route, and who suc- 
ceeded in their endeavor. Not only 
did the Newton Board of Aldermen 
submissively face about on this m» r - 
ter, but the Metropolitan District 
Commission meekly yielded to influ- 
ence and selected a route which 
they had asserted they would not con- 
sider. Yesterday we inquired of Chair- 
man Kenniston of ^his Commission if 
there were any good reasons why the 
change w’as made; but he told us 
none. The influential people at Chest- 
nut Hill will, in a comparatively few 
years have shuffled off this mortal 
coil. But. a State highway will have 
been built over a 7% grade with a 
dangerous reverse curve against the 
judgment of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission, the City Engineer 
of Newton and the Newton Planning 
Board. And about $25,000 of the tax- 
payers money will be needlessly ex- 
pended. The safety of the public (or 
at least a considerable portion of the 
public) which will use this highway in 
years to come, has been subordinated 
to the desire on the part of a few 
who want according to their argu- 
ments the alleged pristine beauty of 
Hammond’s Pond kept inviolate, and 
who. according to those who protest- 
ed against the change of route, want 
to keep the parkway quite remote 
from their estates. 

In connection with the preceding 
item it might be interesting to note 
that the majority of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen, who so readily changed 
their votes and petitioned for the Leg- 
islation which brought about the se- 
lection of the parkway route costing 
over $23,000 more than the route orig- 
inally selected, refused to consider the 
rights of several property owners in 
the Cabot Park section of Newton. 
A section of the huge sewer now be- 
ing constructed, is being placed 
through the land of these citizens; 
within a few feet of their houses, caus- 
ing great inconvenience, and depriv 
ing them of future use of consider- 
able of their small properties. The 
majority of the Aldermen turned down 
the plea of these citizens that he 
sewer be routed along Langdon street 
to Cabot street, because this would 
cost $5000 more.

An authoritative article ench week covering important nnd 
interesting phases of public school organization 
nnd activity. 


The Job of the School Committee 

The School Committee as we know it grew natural- 
ly out of the conditions of pioneer life in New England. 
The office is deeply rooted in the foundations of Ameri- 
can democracy. For more than two centuries school com- 
mittee members have directed the schools of the nation, 
keeping them responsive to the will of each community 
and relatively free from the control of any political party, 
religious sect or social class. The school committee mem- 
ber is responsible today, as he has been in the past, for 
keeping the schools open to every individual and for pro- 
viding the best educational service obtainable for every 
child in the district. 

* Functions as a Board of Directors 

An efficient school committee member does not have 
to be qualified to assume direct control of a modern 
school system. He does not have to be an educator any 
more than a hospital director needs to be a doctor. The 
directors of a hospital do not select the members of the 
hospital staff or employ the elevator boys. They do not 
tell the surgeons how to remove tonsils or the nurses 
when to take the temperature of their patients. How ab- 
surd it would be if they thought it their duty to select 
and purchase the surgical instruments, the hot water 
Ibottles and bandaging gauze! So the board of directors 
"of any respectable corporation is a policy-forming body. 
It is not created to manage the enterprise but to study 
the needs and possibilities and outline of action; to em- 
ploy trained workers to carry out its policies; to pass 
judgment on the results obtained. The function of a 
board of directors is not to do, but to get things done. 

In this spirit the Newton School Committee increasingly 
tries to function. It recognizes that adoption of sound edu- 
cational policies is the most important duty of a school 
committee. Educational policies chart the course which 
the schools will take. If the policies are not correct any 
amount of administrative efficiency cannot overcome the 
defect. 

For that reason an increasing amount of time and en- 
ergy is devoted to formulation of policy and more and 
more routine administrative matters are delegated to re- 
sponsible employees. 

Plenty of Work to Do 

Educational policies demand the attention of the com- 
mittee, not only because of their basic importance, but 
also because they are numerous. The school committee 
that delegates administrative matters to its professional 
staff does not free itself with respect to the amount of 
work it does. The quantity of work which school com- 
mittees do and the importance of the service they render 
have increased thru the years as they have become legis- 
lative bodies. A committee which in this day and age is 
tied down with administrative routine cannot possibly 
supply the type of constructive leadership that is needed 
in the schools today.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

On Tuesday Governor Ely submit- 
ted his 1933 State Budget recommen 
dations to the Legislature and it was 
promptly referred to the Committee 
on Ways and Means. The Governor s 
figures provide for the strictest kind 
of economy, including an eight months 
salary reduction, amounting to $900.- 
000, the elimination of a number of 
departmental divisions and a trans- 
fer of an $8,000,000 surplus from the 
State Highway fund to the general 
fund in order to make up the deficit 
in ordinary revenue which the Gov- 
ernor estimates would otherwise make 
an increase in the State tax to a total 
of $18,000,000. Total recommenda- 
tions in the budget for both highway 
and general funds amount to $56,- 
996.305.56. a decrease of nearly four 
millions of dollars (about 6 per cent) 
from the 1932 budget and about 12 per 
cent under the 1931 figures. Mr. Ely 
estimates that the budget may be 
balanced with a State tax of only 
eight and three quarters million if his 
recommendations are adopted. With 
a few exceptions his recommendations 
incorporate those of the Joint Recess 
Committee on Public Expenditures 
which reported to the Legislature 
last month. 

On Tuesday the Ways and Means 
Committee held a public hearing on 
the question of a reduction in the sal- 
aries of the Legislators. Rep. Wil- 
liam B. Baker of Newton, a member 
of the committee and also of the 
joint recess committee on Public Ex- 
penditures who brought in a minority 
report affecting some of the recom- 
mendations of that committee, spoke 
in favor of his report to reduce the 
Legislative salaries by 25%. He com- 
pared Mass, salaries with those of 
other states, quoted from the lute 
Gov. Coolidge’s message of 1919 ve 
toing an increase at that time from 
$1000 to $4500, and stated that he 
would not be surprised to find It nec- 
essary to increase the State tax to at 
least $15,000,000 this year. He char- 
acterized Gov. Coolidge’s message as 
one of the greutest ever sent to the 
General Court and suid that it was 
true toda> as it was then. The Mes- 
sage set forth the principles on which 
legislative compensation should rest. 
“Service is not obligatory, It is op- 
tional not to be taken as a profes- 
sion or a means of livelihood — when 
membership is sought us u means of 
livelihood legislation will puss from 
a public function to privute enter- 
prise.’’ Russell S. Codman of Bos- 
ton, Judge Michuel H. Sullivan, Wm. 
A. Lackey and others spoke In favor 
of a reduction ulthough not ntiphu- 
sizing a 25% sIuhIi. Rep. C. Nelson 
Pratt of Suugus led the opposition 
with a fiery speech ulmed ut the re- 
murks of the previous speukers. He 
also quoted Calvin Coolidgn expressly 


directing the Legislators to vote ex- 
tra compensation for extra sessions. 
Frank A. Goodwin also spoke at 
length in opposition. 

Governor Ely announced a number 
of reappointments this week. Includ- 
ed in the list is the name of Rich- 
ard J. Dunn as trustee of the Metro- 
politan State Hospital. Among the 
new appointments which the Council 
is to consider is that by Commission- 
er Smith of the department of labor 
and industries of M. Joseph McCartin 
I of Newton as director of State pub- 
lic employment officers. He has been 
secretary of the Mass. Industrial Com- 
mission. If the appointment is con- 
firmed he will succeed Walter H. 
Neaves who has resigned to accept 
a position with the Home Bank of 
N. E. 

The first major bill of the year is 
expected to be brought into the House 
early next week. It is the bill per- 
mitting cities and towns to borrow’ 
outside the debt limit to an amount 
represented by the tax titles now held. 

Next Monday the Metropolitan Af- 
fairs committee will hold a hearing 
on the petition to extend the Nonan- 
turn road parkway through to Galen 
st.. Watertown, near the carbarns. 
The committee will also hear the bill 
seeking a bathhouse at the bathing 
reservation near the Perkins Insti- 
tute. 

A. Leslie Moriarty of Newton, pres- 
ident of the Federation of State, City 
and Town employees, appeared before 
the committee on Public Service on 
Thursday to favor his petition pro- 
hibiting regularly employed laborers, 
policemen and firemen from engaging 
in other employment for hire. 

Last Tuesday the first weekly 
luncheon of Republican leaders, 
House Chairmen, clerks, and Repub- 
lican members of the Committees on 
Rules and Ways and Means met at 
the Parker House. The luncheons are 
under the direction of Speaker Sal- 
tonstall and discussion is held upon 
important matters. Newton is the only 
city whose entire Representation is 
eligible to attend these luncheons. In 
addition to Speuker Saltonstall, Rep- 
Luitwieler as House Chairman of 
State Administration, Rep. Baker as 
a member of Ways and Means, and 
Rep. Brimblecom as clerk of the com- 
mittee on Power and Light, are elig- 
ible to attend.

"Live at Home” Farming 

Pursuit of trivial and inconsequen- 
tial things of this world, a weakness 
of mine, has always prevented me 
from entering the ranks of home gar- 
deners. My labors in the field of agri- 
culture have been confined to planting 
a few radish seeds as part of the ar- 
rangement of a flower bed. But the 
flower bed itself has received no more 
care than was unavoidable. Mowing 
the lawn, raking leaves and this and 
that in the rougher form of labor have 
constituted my entire efforts in the 
general undertaking of making things 
grow. 

In consequence I cannot share with 
the genuine home gardeners — a stur- 
dy class of citizens who have always 
commanded my admiration — the joy 
they must take in the latest statisti- 
cal news from Washington. Statistics 
do not always convey pleasant intelli- 
gence, particularly these days, and yet 
there are occasions on which it is no 
less than a delight to observe what 
the figures have to say. 

A home gardener who is up early 
to tend to the cultivation of vegeta- 
bles is entitled to great credit. Al- 
though he enjoys his work and l(kes 
to fuss over his garden whenever the 
opportunity permits he nevertheless 
feels that he has accomplished some- 
thing. He usually has and for that 
reason is the envy of his less ambi- 
tious neighbor. I am one of those 
who have benefited by the generosity 
of friends with luxuriant tomato 
crops and such things. To receive 
gifts of this character makes me feel 
that I owe my amateur agriculturist 
friend a debt which cannot easily be 
met. But I have good news for him. 
Here is what I find in a document 
from the capital of our beloved coun- 
try: 

"Home gardening in eastern and 
central States has already reduced 
the demand for commercially grown 
truck crops, it is believed by market- 
ing specialists of the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics.” 

Continuing, the information is 
spread that shipments of fresh fruit 
and vegetables have dropped consider- 
ably and all because of amateur agri- 
culturalists. Well, isn’t that some- 
thing of achievement?

And the shiftless individual who 
loafed frequently in prosperous times, 
w'hen he might have been working, 
and who never endeavored to get 
ahead, bus been able to obtain relief 
because he had nothing from the start 
of the depression. Why discriminate 
so severely against the fellow who did 
try to help himself?
